manliest in the ahocg given to her system by the 
“ blatherslcfe” of a few Fenians. At the very mo­ 
ment When the French Emperor extends a general 
amnesty to all political offenders, the toothless old 
British lion mumbles her jaws over her Irl.sh prison­ 
ers and fears to let another ot them loose. Ever 
■ince a crowd of English roughs cut the ropes of a 
prize ring to prevent their champion, Tom Sayers, 
from being whipiied out of time by Uconan, and 
droTo the American from the Held wuh knives and 
pistols, while their champion lay dead to the call of 
the seconds, Ecgltshmeu have felt that they must do 
aomething lo redeem the character of their country. 
Their gallant yachtmen were not available, because 
of tlieir aversion to rough seas and equinoctial 
storms, but their bold University oarsmen were, 
luckily, equal to the situation, and chivalrously 
volunteered to stand up—or rather to sit down—for 
the honor of their country, in a Sultee rowing boat, 
vrlth a young coxswain in the stern, and to pnll 
•gainst four adventurous 
University men from 
the other side of the Atlantic. Fortunately, as 
•we 
have 
snid, 
for 
poor old England they 
have won, come out of the struggle just five seconds 
ahead of ihcir I ankee opponents, ami now the Trniua 
and other London journals declare that England is 
satisfleU; timt she can rest upon her laurels; that the 
hearts of all her bold Britons have agam been made 
glad, and that she ieels she may si ill defy the world. 
All this Is ou ing to four young gentlemen from an 
English university, who have, In the glowing lan­ 
guage of the London rimes, saved i.reat Britain 
from a national humiliation and disgrace, deeper 
than Bhe suffered when compelled to lower herflag 
to America iti a more serious and deadly condlct 
upon her own especial element. 
Nor can the glory of their achievement be denied. 
The impudein lankees who dared to < lialtengc the 
Oxfords to a rowing match were monsters of muscle 
and power. They weighed ou an average each 
twenty-six pounds less than the Oxford crew, and 
they had iwea for the last five years, according to 
the English journals, training for this verv race, and 
living upon nothing less strengthening than bear’s 
meat and “alligator” steaks. They claimed the right, 
too, to 
row 
with 
a 
coxswain, which they 
had never done 
before, 
thus 
imiutlag 
the 
English “Style” and gaining a decided advantage. 
They rowe l also upon the regular oxford coupe, 
and, as strangers, were free from the prejudices and 
fancies that induce an Oxford crew to believe them- 
neivee at home on the Thames between imtnoy and 
Kortlakc. They came upon the course fresh from a 
long sea voyage, reflned down t^y sea sickness, and 
rowed the race before any of them hod got rid of the 
benoflciai effects or such a journey. Two of them 
had been five weeks and two ot them nearly tnree 
weeks in England, thus being cl^rly fre.sher than 
tüíi Oxonians, w uo iiou been laboring in a boat to­ 
gether ou the Thames for Ove or six munihs before 
the race. Their coxswain had been five weeks in 
practice. There is a story of a lubberly schoolboy, 
iourteeu or flfteen years old, who could not answer 
the Sunday school question, “ Who made you*” 
whereupon a little four year old fellow was called to 
the front. “ Hho made you?” asked the teacher. 
“God, sir,” answered the youngster, 
‘U ell.” was 
the excuse of the older dunce, “ho ought lo 
know; he 
hj-s not been made so long as I 
have.” 
The Harvard coxswain, not having been 
-made” so 
long 
as 
his Oxford 
competitor, 
must have known a great deal better how to steer. 
Indeed, the odds were so clearly in favor of the 
Americans tuat it is surprising that the admitted 
fears ot John ilnll were not realized, -and his defeat 
on his own muddy Cockney river rendered Inev- 
lUDle. 
All honor, then, to the Oxford fonr for their glori­ 
ous victory, and now what next’ 
The Americans must not, nor will they cry over 
jtpiUed milk, but they have a right to a.sk, when 
Shall the return match be played? 
Will oxford sit 
down contcuied with their flve seconds’ victory, or 
will they venture to cross the Atlantic and to row 
fiarvard on their own Cnarles river, wi'liont a cox­ 
swain, in true .vmerican style? Certainly, to make 
things square, they cannot refuse to do this. Tney 
llave as yet won but half a triumph; will they steal 
away with the few sprigs of laurel they have been 
BO fortunate as to secure, or will they endeavor to 
gam a wiioie chaplet? Having wrenched a vn tory 
from the lioldness and enterprise of me .\mericon 
rowers wiil uicy button it up In vhclr fob pockets 
and 
reluso 
lo 
take 
any 
more 
chances? 
Let 
us 
hope 
not, 
for 
the honor of the 
old University. In accepting the challenge 
of 
Harvard on the simple condition that they suouid 
have everything lucir own way the Oxford crew 
have virtually pledged vhemselves to afford the 
Americans an opiiortunily to contend with mem on 
the other side under similar circumstances. We may 
well anticipate, therefore, that the I'xford four will 
at once set the time for a race with Harvard without 
a coxswain and on the Charles river. Unless they 
do this their laurel* will have no more fn stiness ami 
vitality than a yesteroay’s cabbage m a London 
market. 
It has frequently been said on both «ides of the 
AUantlc that me Oxford and Harvard boat race had 
nothing or an international characier, and mis wa.s 
Btrlctly true. It was simply a race iKitween the 
young men of two universities. The Harvard men 
wore no more the representatives of America than 
was the yacht Happtio a year or so ago. Indeed, 
the characteristic of Americans la never to get 
whipped, and In tUls view the Harvards cannot be 
Tecognisod as representative Americans. Then, they 
have been far more unlversltyish than American all 
throngh the affair, and have certainly in some points 
failed to show anything like American aptness and 
tact. This mav probably arise from their New Eng­ 
land education and as.soclallons. but as they have 
been ireaU n it l.s scarcely neixjssary to allude to what 
might have been better done by the Harvard crew. 
Lot tis repeat thagiope that they may be afforded an 
opportunity lo do to Oxford in America what Ox­ 
ford has done to them in England, and men there, as 
hero, we can only say, “.May the treat men win.” lYe 
can see no other way for them out of ihelr present 
IKJrane, unless, indeed. Senator sumiier. who is 
«ocle to one ot the beaten four, should choose to 
make ihctr «leioat the basis tor the a-lditi«n of an 
•xtra iCldJ.Uou.uju in the wearisome Alabama settle­ 
ment.

Nearly two years ago a challenge was sent over 
from the t ntversUy of Harvard, in the i niied .«tates 
of America, to the University of Oxford to row a 
four-oared race In this country on a course to lie 
•elected at a liiture time. For various reasons noth­ 
ing came of the challenge for some time, the then 
sident of the Oxford University Boat uiub not 
„.lng disposed to pletlge his club to any step 
n which his successor might not feel disposed to 
Besides this there was a difflculiv on me 
of carrying or not carrying a coxswaln- 
Amerlcans having been accustomed to dispense 
what seemed to them an unnec^ary encum- 
oe, and being used to steer ibeir Upat by 
means under the control of the foot 
their iiowman. The Oxford men, not deeming It 
visable to dispense with a steersman, insisted 
the Americana carrying one, so as to 
both boats upon an equality. 
To this the 
arsmen of the Unltetl sutes demurred; but at 
after considerable correspondence. It was 
that t|he race should be rowed under the 
lUons imposed by oxford, and during the 
nn of the p r^ n t year. It was not, however, 
the Harvard crew aciuaUy landed In this coun-

match between two universities. Uiuugh of different 
oountriea. From time to time we have laiUifully set 
before our readers details of the practice of the rival 
crews during their suy at I’litnev. and. a.s far as pos­ 
sible, have endeavored to lurnish them with a tole­ 
rably correct notion of the relative nieriis of the two 
seib of oarsmen. 
For some days precwling the race the weather has 
been unusually tine and has tioeu hlglily appreciated 
by the Amoricaus, who. before they left home, were 
led to expect uothlug but cluuda, raiu and toga. On 
Tliursday evouing there was a bright moon and a 
cloudleas sky, giving promise of a glorious day on 
the morrow, .so that there was little or no misgiv­ 
ing on the subject of the weather for ttie boat race 
day, uotiviin-staiidlag the proverbial ttckleuess oi 
the English climate. 
Yesterdav uioi ulng. In accordance with tlio fore­ 
cast of the preceding evening, brose Hue, but with 
a tiazluess fureslisulowmg inuoh heat. Towards 
mlilday the sun came out lu all its power and shone 
with an intense glare and parching heat, so that on 
all hands cxprc.-^sium of c.oiuiutserauoa for the 
actors In the Impending strife wore to bo heard. It 
IS true a nice air from the easiward made itself 
agreeably felt and mitigated the oppirssivonc.ss of 
the utinospuere, but the day proved to be one of me 
bottest we have oxperieueeil tUis season. Fortu­ 
nately as the artemoon wore on aud the tide rose 
tins air gradually increased in strength, and by the 
lime me start was made it had tr»8iionea up into a 
nice breeze. 
From an early hour in tue morning there were 
signs that soiiiotlilug out of the usual course was 
expected, an,I shortly after uiiddav crowds liegnii 
tomovo wes-kwaru byroad and rail, towards the 
Thames. 
The ireqiient repetitions of the words 
“UXlord” aud “Yankees’’ iielckcmed the great zest 
with Which every atom of mteiligonce concerning 
the crews who were about to couumd for the honor 
of thetr universities—If not. siilclly speaking, for 
the honor of their respective countries-was wel­ 
comed and commented upon. 
The most visible 
signs of the impending contest were to be found in 
tho fact that along the streets Hansom cabs, carts 
and petlMtrians were bedecked mainly with two 
colors—dark blue and crimson, tlie former indis­ 
putably in the ascendant. 
.*^hop windows were 
ornamented with tho nvai colors, aud from flag- 
staves mounted on conspicuous eminences was to 
be seen the Union Jack, lu juxtaiKisitiou with the 
well known Stars aud 18trlpe.s, uccustonally varied 
by the unprcteutlous “dark blue” of the English 
university. 
Opposite the Star and Garter at Putney a tier of 
half a score of barges was moored in line under the 
ilireciiun of the ruames Conservancy, and a pon­ 
derous iron Cham was stretched across the nver, 
made fast at the Burrey end to a wooden pile driven 
into Hie mud, and at me other to a windlass on a 
powerful “lump,” tho bight or slack of the chain 
pas.-<mg across the lighters and dropping some dis­ 
tante under the surlace of the water between them, 
so as to allow a free passage tor the traffic until 
three o’clock, when the chain was tightened, so as 
to form a boom right acrooa the river, (or the pur- 
pose of preventing the passage of any heavy craft. 
The tide turned aud began to now about ball-past 
one o’clock, immediately after whicn hundreds of 
row boats appeared, at flrsi coming in twos and 
tiirees and afterwards in sboala Among them were 
several screw launches aud tugs and two or three 
passenger steamers, including one whose owner had 
previously expressed hts determtnatmn of defying 
me authorities and of following in the wake of tlie 
racing boats, bu t who at the tast moment was com- 
l>eiieu to succumb tu the strong arm of the law aud 
quietly look up a stationary position between 
Uarue'* snd .Mortlake In company wuh several other 
steam ve.sseU. Tae aunilower, for the representa­ 
tives or the press, also arrived at a comparatively 
early hour, aud took up her poaliiou close over to 
the Fulham shore, out of the way of me crews and 
alongside the umpires’ boat, CiUzen T— Lotus, 
meso being, acconling to previous auuouncement, 
the only two boats that wore allowed to follow the 
match. They were neither oi them at all crowded, 
ilie number of tickets issued for each being lunlted 
to ility, or r.erhaps sixty, and for the excellent view 
Which no ailorded hu passengers of every incident 
of tim race the captain of the Sunflower deserves 
thalr best thanks, for, while always anxious to oblige 
them In every possible way, be was scrupulously 
careful to conform to the instructions given him, and 
not to overrun the crews, or even tu head the um­ 
pires’ boat in the least degree. Mr. Lord, the 
pamsuiuiig and efficient executive officer of the 
l haiues uonsorvancy, who mertia the greatest credit 
lor hu untiring exertionsi to provide a clear course 
and to carry out tho arraugements for the match la 
the maimer must agreoabie to tne two crewa. In 
which ho succeeded beyond expectation, was to have 
taken passa.e in the prc*s8 boat, but at the last 
moment ne went on board Mr. James Ulyth’s screw 
steam launch Ariel, and by moving about from place 
to place mainly contributed to keep the course 
clear of Intruders. That this was a task of no small 
dlfflculty will be fully appreciated by those who 
witnessed the hundreds upon dundreds of rowboats 
Which trmged the sides of the river In the npper 
reaches, and crammed the spaces sat apart for moor­ 
ing m. At four o’clock in meal temoon me towing 
path, roads, uanks and bridges were covered with 
swarms oi spectators, who were massed In the 
largest numbers at Putney. Hammersmith, Chis­ 
wick (OU both 
sides 
of 
the river), 
Barnes 
ami 
Mortlake. 
the 
road 
Horn Hammersmith 
cusoensloa 
Bridge 
past Mill 
Lodge and the 
West Middlesex Company’s reservoirs to Barnes 
terrace being completely blocked with vehicles of 
all descrlDttoua. Although there can be no doubt 
that the sightseers mustered In strong force at 
Putnev. they gave no indication whatever of the 
thousands upon thousands of spectators who had 
crowded together upon Unmmorsmith bridge, on 
both sides of the river at Chiswick, and along the 
Surrey shore tor a mile and a half below the winning 
post, steamers, rowboats and barges, with plat­ 
forms erected upon them, were ranged tier upon tier 
as thickly as they could be crammed, and above 
them were the occupants of the carnages and drags 
on tne roadways, wjjle high above all.^t every 
window and on every housetop, as well as on Barnes 
railway bridge, there was scarcely a vacant place to 
08 found so deep was the anxiety to behold the 
race. The Oxford and Cambridge boat race is fa­ 
mous for large crowds, but there never before were 
sucn multitudes of human beings collected along­ 
side the 1 names. So anxious were me occupants of 
the small boats off Barnes to get as near a view of 
the crews os possible that they rowed after them as 
they passed without heeding the two steamers which 
were following them at a distance of about loo yards, 
and many of them narrowly escaped being run down, 
while so oustructed was the nver with them after 
me race was flnisiied that a long time elapsed be­ 
fore the crews could make their way liack to Pntney 
or the steamboats return to London. 
The course having been thorougbly cleared and 
everything being in readlneaa, me Oxford and Har­ 
vard crews went tlown to the nver shortly before 
live o’clock, ihe Oxford men to toe Leander Club 
boathouse and the Harvard men to that of the Lon­ 
don Rowing Club, and oroceeded to get Into their 
raciug crafu The Oxford crew were first afioat aod 
pushed off from the shore about flve minutes to flve 
o'clock, followed aimost immediately by the Ameri­ 
cans. iioili crews coming In for loud aud prolonged 
cheering as they pa<iaied down to the post. Some 
little time was unfortunately wasted lieforc the two 
fours were In perfect readiness to go. as owing to 
an unaccountable oversight.no stailoo boats had 
been provided from which to hold the sterns of me 
racing boats fireparatory to getting off. At length 
two skiffs were procured, and dropping their an­ 
chors ju.st ahead of the line of lighters, they were 
placed III posiHoD. The two crews then backed 
down to them, the Harvard crew taking the Middle­ 
sex, a better situation, while the Oxonians were on 
the Hnrrey side of them, both boats being immediate­ 
ly opposite mo .Star and Garter Hotel, at Putney. 
At ten minutes past flve the starter, Mr. W. Blalkie, 
secretary of ilio Harvard University Boat Club, pre­ 
pared to get them off, but owing to the oxford crew 
noi beinv (|uiie ready when asked the questloo, a 
few moments of suspeuso ciapse<l, At length, at 
fourteen minutes post flve, the signal was given and 
tue race commonccd. 
The Uarvanl crew dippod tlioir oars into the 
water first, but the Oxonians were almost a* quickly 
under way, although not to such good paruose. so 
rapidly did the Americans get their ijoat off that off 
tho Duke's Head, about half way between the .Star 
and Garter and Simmon’s vara, they led by half a 
length, which advantage they had Increased to a 
Whole length opposite the London Club boat house, 
the cheers ol the Amencan spectators and the 
counter-cheers of the multitudes creating a deafen­ 
ing uproar. At the Bishop’s creek, on the Middle- 
sex side of the river, the Harvard crew had If pos­ 
sible atMei] yet more to their lead, and, as far as we 
coil’d judge from the steamer astern of them, were 
Clear of uxrord, with a couple of feet to spare. On 
pa^t tho Hillowi and the site of the Old Half Mile 
Host there was no change, the Harvard crew, who 
were rowing a very rapid stroke of at leaat forty- 
two to the mínate, holding tbelr advantage, even 
If they did not slightly add to It. 
The Oxford 
crow, on 
tne 
other 
hand, were 
pulling a 
very steady stroke of 
perhaos 
tblrty-nine to 
the minute, without hurry or scrainhliug. and with 
eve ry appearance of keeping it up all the way, hut, 
nevertheless, their boat appeared to be moving so 
Slowly When compared with that of the Araericau* 
that lolks Ixigau to look at oue another and to 
wonder how all mis was to end. At craven Cottage 
the Oxford crew, as both boats made for the bend to 
the right, seemed for a moment to be going up to 
iheir opponents; out this was more in appearance 
than reaiuy, and was no doubt owing to tne crews, 
which hail hitherto been wide of one anoiner, clos­ 
ing together preparatory to eniering the loug reach 
for the ."oap Works Point. Indeed, fhoy approached 
the Harvard boat so rapidly that their coxswain was 
compelled to edge out a little so as lo keep out of 
danger, and a somewhat too free use of his lelt hand 
rudder Uric caused his boat to lose way sad ground 
at the same time, the Harvard crew at this moment 
leading by somstbing over a length. At the upper 
end of the garden ef Craven cottage tne Harvard 
coxswain, apparently not liking the slack water 
under me MWdlesex shore, sheered outwards and 
bored theOxiord crew towards midstream, the latter 
giving way at once. This little bit of manmuvenng 
g.ivu ibo American boat a further advantage, so 
tUBt offthe (irass wharf, just above the Cottage, they 
led by u length and a quarter, or tnereatKiiiia. Be­ 
low I’jisebank Villa, ana while the two boaui were 
Crossing the water for the point on the .Surrey shore 
below Hainniersmith, me Dxford crew drew up 
slightly, end the pace of the Harvard men seemed 
touliulnlsha trine; but this idea was immediately 
dispelliKl by tbeir once more drawing away from Ox­ 
ford as they posse-i the Crab Tree, the American 
boat ticing well steered out nearly in the centre of 
the river, where the floo<l ime was less spent than 
closer In ehore, where the Oxonians were Uken, 
consequently for s short distance it appeared as if 
the Harvard crew were aiwiit to leave the Oxford 
men altogether astern, sad many and anxious were 
the Inquines addressed to ihoso who were supposed 
tobew sll versed in aquatic matters • an to ^ e i r 
opinion of the probable reroii or the race, which 
certainly now looked anftmng but favorable to tho 
Bnaiian prtw. tiup bgiac jost StMTS the Qrah Tjtw 


and some dtatance below the clump of trees sdjoln- 
liiR the .•soap Works on the Surrey shore. In round­ 
ing the point below Messrs.g)owau’s wharf, the os- 
liuct ol affairs underwent au important aud very 
marked change the Oxford crew once more begin- 
nuig to hold ihelr own. and as the two boats breasted 
the .Soap Work.s perceptibly gaining ou the Ameri­ 
cans. A treiucudous cheer was seat up by the crowd 
which Imd gaiheri-il on the wharf and In its imme­ 
diate iieighborhoou, to be token up and re-echoed by 
thousands of throats as the crews ca-aie la sight ol 
Hammersmith bridge, wiiich from the water aji- 
peare.l to be a maa» of human beings. Alter pxss- 
lug tue soap Works, and when the boats were 
pointed for the centre span of the .suspension bridge, 
the Oxford crew, who now benelltcd by the flood m 
the middle of the river, liegau to overtake the Har­ 
vard boat, overlapping it just below mo stcamooal 
pier, aad drawing up .several leet over its stem as they 
both shot tho arch, reached lu sin. •Jos. After passing 
tbe bridge Hie oxford crew, who were vociferously 
cheered when His aspect of affairs was diseovered 
by Hie crowd above, gamed still more upon the 
leaders, and off Biifeii’s yard were barely three- 
quarters of a length in the rear. Opposite the Doves 
I It became clear that it was merely a quesuou of 
I time when the Oxford boat would overtake and pass 
iw nva., tint Hie Harvard men made such splendid 
efforu to avert dcleal tbat it was some distance bo- 
lore o.xfoid coulil bo said to be on even terms with 
Hieiii, Hie Harvard four still leaiUiig off the Oil 
Mills bv from a quarter to half a length. No ma­ 
terial alteration occurred for another hundred var.ls 
until after passing the stagmg at prosciit being 
erected m tho nver off the West Middlesex Water­ 
works. when tho Oxford crow. Inch by Inch, aud 
Btroke by stroke, reduced the remaining portion of 
the disUiucc by which tney were headed, aud tu 
rounding the benu just tiolow Chiswick Eyot made a 
brllliani effort, and at lougthdrew level with tho Ame­ 
ricans for the first time subsequently to leaving the 
starting post, this liappeuing exactly opposite tne 
Uld Ship Tavern, at Ohiawick Lower Mall. 
When 
once me Oxonians were really lovol with the Har- 
Harvard crew and had them in the tolls the latter 
lell abroad in their rowing, no doubt as much from 
dLstress owing to tho severity of tho pace as at find­ 
ing themselves caught by a crew who had been so 
long a.stcra of them and In tall view. It so hap­ 
pened then that at the foot of Chiswick Ryot the 
Oxford crew led by half a length, both boats keeping 
a verv good and parallel course on the Surrey side 
of the nver. 
Of a sudden, whether from me cox­ 
swain pulling his larboard line unnooessarlly, or, as 
we are Inclined to think, from the superior strength 
of tbeir bow side oars, the Harvard crew were sud- 
denlv sheered in towards Oxford, who heldonina 
perfectly true direction without budging an inch. 
So close, indeed, did the oars of tho two crews be­ 
come that lor a moment there was considerable 
danger of a oollwlon, but the bow side oars of 
Oxford being well ahead of tbe strokc-side oars of 
Harvard there was no contact, and all further dan­ 
ger was obviated by tho American coxswain fetch­ 
ing his boat out towar<ls mid stream. 
Indeed, so 
determined Uld he apjiear to avoid touohlug that ho 
took hifl men unnecessarily wide, and by throwing 
the boat slightly athwart the tide lost Ihem some 
ground. As soon as they had recovered their true 
course tho Harvard orew spurted and lor a few 
momenta appeared to hold way with the English 
crew; but as the effort died out about the middle of 
cnlswlck Eyot, the latter once more drew slowly 
away, the race being now safe. Off the upper end 
of mo Eyot tho Oxford co.xswain steered out In 
froDt of tho Harvard boat and skillfully threw the 
back wash of his boat on to that of the Americans, 
which coinplelod their dUcomflture; and at Chis­ 
wick Church, reached in 13m. I5s„ Oxford led by 
one length and a trine over. Nothing but an acci­ 
dent could then alter the fortunes of the day, for the 
Oxford crew, rowing with great precision, while the

Just before reaching the Ship a 
young man who was sculimg a lady about In a gig 
rowed out suddenly from the Middlesex shore m 
front of the Oxford boat, so that. In order to avoid 
running Into her. the Oxiord coxswain was com­ 
pelled to sheer his boat suddenly to the left; and, as 
It was. the bowside oars of the crew just missed hit­ 
ting the gig. By this aoturett-mps Oxford lost at 
least a length, for by the time their boat was again 
straightened the Harvard fonr bad come up a little 
but, uotwithstandlng this, the former reached the 
', If not easy winners—by four 
Ship flrst-clover. 
lengths, of one of the most gallantly ooncea ted races 
ever rowed between Putney and Mortlake, and one 
equally honorable to victors and vanquished. 
Tiio time of the race was 22m. 20.8-ios., carefully 
taken with a chronograph watch manufactured by 
M. F. Dent A Co., of Cockspur street, and in order 
tbat there might be no mistake we requested a gen­ 
tleman accustomed lo time boatmen to chock us 
with another chronograph by tbe same makers, and 
there was merely a variation of a couple of seconds, 
caused by tbe different poaitions occupied by tbe 
ilmetakers, and wc had arranged with John Phelps, 
whose boat was used by tho judge as the winning 
post, to Are a gun the instant the bow of the Oxford 
boat breasted the line, and this he did. 
The winners rowed in a boat built by J. A S. 
Salter, of Oxford, and the losers in one constructed 
at Putney, by Elliott, of Qroenpolnt, United States, 
who came over with the Harvard crew. The bettlag 
at starting may be quoted at two to one and flve to 
two on Oxford, and even when they were astern, 
between Putney and Hammersmim, odds were 
offered asainst them In vain. 
With regard to the rowing of the competitors we 
have nothing to add to our remarks of Wednesday 
and Thursday to the effect that there was more real 
hard work and ttona ftie rowiug in tho Oxford boat 
with all tbe essential conditions necessary to sno- 
ceed, while In the Harvard crew th'e quaiiflcatlons 
requisite in order to succeed over a long course 
were wanting. The trials of the Oxford men with 
tbe Ixmdon Club lour on Thursday evening forced os 
to the concInsioD that the four were not a fast fonr, 
although physically a powerful crew, and therefore 
we were not surprised at seeing them outstarted. 
The winners. It must be added, looked somewhat 
stale, bnt they never got flumed, and they sec them­ 
selves down steadfastly to row the race out from 
first to last, knowing perfectly well how far they 
had u> go and what their task was. The contest, In 
fact, was almost a counterpart ol the ever memora­ 
ble race between the oxford and Cambridge crews 
in isss, when Mr. Lawes rowed stroke to the Cam­ 
bridge crew, and when the Oxford eight, who were 
astern for nearly three miles, rowed their opponents 
gradually down and achieved a splendid victory. 
And While all the competitors deserve praise for 
their gallant rowing Mr. Darbishire must be com­ 
mended (or the excellent stroke he rowed through-

Pursuant to caU the Board of Trustees of the Col­ 
lege of the City of New York convened in special 
session yesterday afternoon In the hall of the Board 
of Kdnoatloa. Mr. R. L. Urremore, president, occu­ 
pied Uie ohalr, and besides him there were present 
Messrs. Sands, Wood, Suerwuod, Smyth. Durrea. 
Lewis, Bell and Brennan. 
The Secretary, Mr. Wm. 
nitchman, reaa the mlnntes of the last meeting of 
the Board and also the miauies of the meetings of 
the Executive Oommittee held since the previous 
meettng of the Board. 
Several commuulcatlons 
were received and referred to the Executive Com­ 
mittee. Among them was a lengthy and able defence 
of the college, transmitted by the Alumni Associa­ 
tion. 
Thta latter commamcaUon waa road and 
referred to the Exocntlve Committee. 
Mr. S a n d s then presented a resolution reciting 
the purpose of the.Board to comply with tho provi­ 
sions of its creation by the Legislature, to admlnUter 
the duties with a view to economy, and providing 
that, with that object, the professorships of “History 
and Belles Lettres” and “English Language aud 
Literature” be united; that the professorships of 
“Pure” and “Mixed Mathematics” be also united; 
that the ohalr of “Adjunct I’rofesRor of Philosophy” 
be abolished, and that the duties of the position 
be 
discharged 
by 
the 
“Professor of Moral, 
intellectual 
and 
Political 
Philosophy,” 
that 
the tutorships, 
except those 
in 
raathematoos, 
be abolished; tliat 
the professors be required 
to devote five hours dally to the duties of their re­ 
spective departments; that tbe salaries of the pro­ 
fessors be made |6,000 each per annum, and that 
the salary of ftie president, in consequence of his 
increased duties, be made $6,500 per annum, and 
that the trustees reorganize tbe college on a baais 
of $75,000 per annum, Instead of $125,000, as at pre­ 
sent. On motion of Mr. Smyth the resolution was 
referrod to the Executive Committee. 
Mr. LBwra offered a report from tho Executive 
Oommittee reoommendlng that the by-laws on page 
IP, section 15, of tue Manual be amended so as to pro­ 
vide:— 
T hat It shall also be Ihe duly of the preeldent to m ake and 
keep a record o l ail bucks and tu p p llei fo ratsh ed to tbe col- 
le g e : tb a t all requlsltlona and bllU shall be approved by tbe 
president before being audited by the Execntive Com m ittee, 
and that no booU or prooerty be condem ned until exam ined 
by tbe president. 
The report was adopted, after which Mr. Sands 
offered a reeolutloa “that tho Professorship of Latin 
and Greek now vacant remain so.” This was at first 
referred to the Kxecutlve Oommittee, but afterwards 
reconsidered, on motion of Mr. Wood. 
Mr. B b l l , who was then in the chair, reminded 
the Board that tois waa an adjourned meeting to 
consider this special subject of abolishing or re­ 
taining the professorship m qnestion. 
Mr. Lahbkmori, on the door, then proceeded to 
read an elaborate and learned argument in favor of 
retalumg the study of Latin and Greek in tho course 
pursued at the college. He gave a sketch of the on- 
gm of colleges in the Old World and their history in 
tbe New World; pointed ont the pecnilarities of the 
College of the City of New York and the position of 
tbe Board of Trusteoa in regard to the college.

fileetiag V eaterday A fternooa^A Lively DIs- 
cuMlon Upon the Happly Q ae«tlon -A N ew 
Plan Adopted. 
Tbe regnlar monthly meeting of the Brooklyn 
Board Of Kducatlcn was held yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. J. S. Thom in the chair. Tne special business in 
order was announced to bo, as per previous adjourn- 
mem, the consideration of the report of the sjtecial 
committee on the subject of securing a better system 
of obtaining supplies. After some debato as lo the 
order to which the report should come up, 
Mr. HaNNHsar said that if no deience waa to ho 
offered by tbe offlccn of the Board of Education as 
to the allegations of improper managamentof the 
affaire of that body in the expenditure of taxpajere’ 
money, he did not aee why the report of the com- 


officers charged with mismanagement bad any de- 
feuce, why, they should delend thomseivus. 
Mr. KiNsgLLA, chairman of the Committee on In­ 
vestigation, remarked that there were two subjecta 
embraced m the rosolutum for the consideration of 
the report. He moved tbat It t>o taken from the 
table, so that a clear and plain diacussiou might bo 
had. He would be astounded, indeed, If there woa 
uo effort made at a refuUUon of the allegaUona 
made tn the report, which had been substantiated 
by the testlmouy taken before the committee. 
Tbe report, which was then read, sots forth that 
there U no competition in the present system of 
purchasing supplies; that where competition did not 
prevail there was room for extortion, and that the 
present manner of procuring supplies gave rise to 
suspicious of favoritism. 
The committee propose 
that every dealer have the right to compete for all 
supplies, and that all purchases be submitted to the 
action of the Board. 
The report then goes on to 
state a rule or provision fur the public advertising 
for bids for contracts for books, coal, Ac. They 
simply ask that contracts be entered tuto by the 
united action of the Hoard of Education, Instead of 
by committees or single members, as heretofore 
done. 
Mr. KiNSRi.LA said that he hoped the Board would 
have the good Judgement to reform itself, and that 
the quarrel would now end, except so far as the at­ 
tempt to dispute the staiemeats set forth in the re­ 
port of the InvesHuattug Committee may call for. 
Mr. Cauky moved that the Board go into a com­ 
mittee ol the whole for the parpóse of considering 
Hie two reports of the committee. 
Mr. cvKtJs P. .Huirii moved that the whole subject 
be referrod to a special committee for report, be­ 
cause the charges mode agaiust Mr. .seabury were 
of a serious nature, calculated to reflect seriously 
upon the character of that gentleman. 
Mr. K in s k l l a said if charges were made against 
the character of Mr. seabury they were by Mr. 
Smith, and not by the oommittee. 
Mr. C. P. S m it h - You are very bold, sir! 
Mr. KiNSBLLA—Yes. sir; I admit that charge. 
Mr. S M irn then continued to urge hla argument 
favoring the reference of the matter to a special 
oommittee. Ho thought it due to parties against 
whom facts were stated which were not facts at all 
should liave an opportunity to refute them. 
O oD B lderanie s p a r r in g m d e b a te on fine points of 
parliamentary rules, the right of membership, tbe 
d a n g e r s of verging on personatltios. Ac., waa in- 
dnlged in. and at the expiration of a n hour’s time so 
spent Mr. Smith said that in o r d e r to avoid any 
further confusion on the subject he would withdraw 
bis motion.

Mr. Manger then took the chair and the Board 
went into Committee of tne Whole, upon which Mr. 
smith arose aud moved tho adoption of the report 
for the purpose of “sccnring a better system of 
supplies.” Mr. Klasella, after some objection on the 
part of Mr. Carroll as to the supervisión of the de- 
scrlpMonof books, read tne report In detail, each 
section being voted upon separately. 
The clause in relation to the purchase of coal gave 
rise to much discussion. In the conree of which the 
Chairman of the Board, Dr. Ttioni, made some ex­ 
planations in relation to the coal furnished to 
schools No*. 1 and 13 last year, setting forth that the 
same bins at the lormer schooL which were filled tho 
year preoedmg by twenty-five tons, then required 
thirty-one tons, bchool No. 13 called, through its 
principal, for 100 tona Of coal for the winter supply. 
All that the school committee could stow away la 
tho cellars, bins, nooks and crannies was eighty-two 
tons. Next spring they estimated Uiat there were 
between twenty-five and thirty tons remaining, and 
filled up for the ensuing season with sixty tons, thug 
making but 142 tons for tbe two years. 
The book supoly clause was then debated warmly, 
and the class books now In use in tho public echooia 
were denounced as the “veriest trash.” A compara­ 
tive list of tbe hooka furnished by the Appletons to 
tho Brooklyn Board ot Education and the pricoa 
paid tor the same books by the New York Board 
showed that the prices m several instances were 
considerably higher here than in New York. 
Mr. PiBLO favored the entering Into a contract for 
fire years to supply hooka 
Mr. C a r r o l l urged that three years would tie a 
mure judioloua period. The latter proposition waa 
adopted. 
Mr, NORTHÜP was in favor of having tho Quaoken- 
boss grammar kicked out of the public schools. 
The report of the committee was then adopted as 
a whole, and the Board shortly after adjourned. 


O B Z T V A I L Y ’. 


Caloael Bdvrard KaplT. 
At Stuttgart, in Wurtemborg, Germany, on the 
14th of August last died Colonel Edward Kapff, 
who, as colonel of the Seventh regiment New York 
volnnteera, fknown os the steaben regiment, had 
earned well-merited fame during our late war. Ha 
was bom at Qnegilngen, in the kingdom of Wfirtem- 
berg, in 1811, studied law at the Oniverslty of TOo- 
btagen, but afterwards entered the army and rose 
rapidly. The revolutionary year of 1848 found him 
as captain. His views—being a republican of pro­ 
nounced opinion—did not comport with his further 
service in tbe royal army. He resigned and Joined a 
battalion of volnnteera to aid the people of Schlee 
wig-Holstein against Denmark. This war enoed In 
1849 by tbe Interference of the great Powers ana the 
peace of Malmr>, and Colonel Kapff emigrated to 
this country, settled in this city and followed civil 
onrsnlts until the war of 18«1 called him again to 
arms. He organized the Seventh, or Hteat>*n regi­ 
ment. and waa made Us nontenant colonel, but w m 
shortly after promoted to the colonelcy. 
The regi­ 
ment was atteched to the garrison of Portress Mon­ 
roe, Where, during a dark night, he was thrown wlUi 
his hone, from which accident be suffered so se­ 
verely that he was honorably discharged and ro- 
ceived a pension. His two only sons served in the 
Army of tbe Potomac, and died tbe oeath of soldlen 
in the peninsular camnaign. Por several years he 
had been residing at Stuttgart, lu hla native ooun­ 
try, where he opened an American hotel, liberally 
patronized by his travelling countrymen. Hia death 
was sudden and caused by apoplexy. 


JanM nenrv I'nlTerty, N. A. 
Another lou to the artistic world of Amertoa hM 
just taken place. Yesterday morning, at half-past 
eleven, James H. Cafferty, the portrait painter, de­ 
parted this life. The deceased was bora on Jane IT, 
1M9, and had consequently completed halt a cen­ 
tury of growth, development and toll. Perliaps n« 
more versatile and accomplished painter than tbe 
subject of our present brief sketch has existed, at ail 
events, in America. Hla pencil bad a facility and 
truth which enabled him not only at- times to 
dazzle, 
but 
also 
to 
defy 
criticism. 
Unfor­ 
tunately the needs of existence compelled him 
to labor, which in many cases was barely proflublo, 
while It could not conduce to his artistic reputation. 
Nevertheless, he left behind him hundreds of por­ 
traits which are only oxce.lled by those of bis friend, 
the late Charles Elliott, and two of which—those oV 
his father and mother—are works that the friends of 
any painter, dead or living, might be proud to cialm. 
He was “ Stone of the old stone,” for he was elected 
Into the National Academy la 1853, and la not to be 
counted with the members chosen in obedience to a 
necessity forced upon tt of laic years. Many of our 
readers will remember bis a<lmirablc painting of 
“The Harvest,” exhibited some years since; his gem- 
like bits 01 landscape, as well as tne aea<l fl*h and 
game, which testify to tho universality of his alilllty. 
The disease under which he died was dropsy, 
snperlnduced by the want of care on his own part. 
Uo had always been too strong and vigorous to 
comprehend tne danger from which ho was suffer­ 
ing. AS a man he possessed a large heart and s 
quick, yet honest temper, being one whose death 
will be more than lamented by hundreds of personal 
friends. These will forget any fault In ciiraotcr 
as they call to mind the genial and affectionate dis­ 
position which baa passed away from them. Hia » 
funeral will take place from his late residence, 1,276 * 
Broadway, at two P. M. to-morrow. The body Is to 
be Interred in Greenwood.

J liis lady, on her way from MurxaX to 
Hhat on the Abergoush rdaU, lailtude twenty dcírrees, 
longitude thirteen degrees, fell a victim to the treach­ 
ery of some camel drivers, and two of her alteiid- 
aiits, European sailors, fell at the sam e time. Al­ 
ready some members of Miss Xinne’s family have 
■larted from Malta to Tripoli to visit the wene of 
this terrible disaster. Miss Tinne was hardly thirty 
years of age. 
A return stating the wrecks, casualties and col­ 
lisions occurring to British ships abroad, reported 
to the Board of Trade in 186K, shows that «35 vessels, 
of 837,281 tons in the whole, were totally lost or 
partially damaged—057' vessels belonging to the 
United Kingdom, and 278 belonging to British pos­ 
sessions; 080 veiisclB, of 252,484 tons, were totally lost, 
and 266, of 84,797 tons, partially damaged; 1,387 lives 
were lost, 1,187 Irom vessels belonging to the United 
Kingdom, and 200 from vessels belonging to British 
possessions; 12,183 lives were imperilled, b at saved 
by remaining on board, or by assistance from shore 
or from other ships. Of the lives lost 159 were by 
wrecks, Ac., on the coasts of Europe, 27 on the 
coast» of Asia, 18 on the coasts of Africa, 82 on the 
Goaats of America, 80 on the coasts ol Australia and 
New Zealand, and 1,U21 at sea. 
The tram e receipu of railways in the United King­ 
dom for the week ending August 22 amounted, on 
13,542 miles, to £852,820, and for the correspondmg 
week in ihtw, on 13,391 miles, to £707,110, showing 
an increase of 151 miles and £55,710. The gross re­ 
ceipts on fourteen of the principal railways in the 
United Kingdom am ounted for the week, on 0,875 
rniie^ to £735,054, and for the corresponding week 
last year, on 9,734 miles, to £696,571, snowing an In­ 
crease of 141 miles and of £39,483. 
The London rimea of the 28th of August has an 
editonal on the progress of religious thought and

The bankruptcy of Augustas Charles Hobart, for­ 
merly a captain or the Royal Navy, but better 
known as lloburt I’acbo, an admiral lu tn e service 
of the ottom an government, came before the Court 
of Bankruptcy, London, August 27. The petitioning 
creditor was a hill discounter, and a num ber of other 
pruois were admitted.

The return of the young Prince from tbe camp of 
Chalons and tho Emperor’s partial recovery from 
hlB severe attack of rheumatism are the only inci­ 
dents of the day, with the exception of comments 
on the amnesty and the contested appointm ent of a 
successor to the high post held by Marshal Neil. 
That Napoleon reaUy is recovering can naturally 
be lureired from the fbct that he has already u k en 
a little exercise m the apartm ents of St. Cloud, but 
the papers express surprise at the alienee of tho 
Moniteur on this small Incident, as if royalty baa no 
right to SDjoy the privilege of lumbago In private 
without informing the nation by special trum pet 
call. 
Homo of the oldest officers relate how very creditably 
the young Prince has for the first time gone through 
the ceremony of representing his father in tbe m idst 
of the French army on the day of the centenary of 
the great Napoieon. He was received by General 
Bourbaki, who u commander-ln-obief at Chalons, 
and escorted by the Cent Gardes to the one-storied 
pavilion, built of wood, which Is reserved for the 
Emperor’s use. After the arrival of th e Prince the 
usual retraite aux Jtambeaux, or retreat by torch­ 
light, took place. It baa often been described in the 
B b r a l d as a most imposing military ceremony. It 
is repeated once every year during tbe imperial stay.

looked upon as a m ost sterile sacrifice. 
Spain is 
therefore urged to give Cuba its mdependenco at 
once, under the best possible conditions, without 
waiting until tbe inhabitant» conquer It forthem - 
Belves. Such is certainly the advice given in Madrid 
by General Sickles, the new representative for Wash­ 
ington. The American diplomatist is not actually 
instructed to purchase Cuba for the United States, 
but only to offer their mediation for an ar- 
rangem eui between Spain and the colony, the basis 
being as follows:—Spam to give up all rights of 
Boverelgnty over Cuba, and the latter to pay a 
sum in proportion to tbe revenue drawn from the 
island by the mother country, the United state» act­ 
ing as guarantor» to the treaty. La France doubts 
wiiether tbe independence of Cuba under the patron­ 
age of America is likely to lost or to answ er the 
purpose, and some people are inclined to ttank th at 
What formerly befell Texas may probably occur 
again.

The arrangem ent will take effect m time 
lor the aivlOends due In Uclober, and although tbe 
1st of tieptember is the latest day on which applica­ 
tions should be sent in, the tim e on the present oc­ 
casion win, it is understood, be extended to the 
16th. The public will observe that persons avaiung 
themselves of the new system m ust be resident In 
Great Britain or Ireland; that in cases where stock 
stands In more than one name the w arrant m ust be 
sent to one of the num ber with the authority of the 
others; that the w arrant will be in the form of a 
check, requiring the endorsem ent of the stockholder 
ana th a t win be sent through tho post at bis risk, 
but w iin the protection of being crossed for pay­ 
m ent only through a banker. 
Persons taking divi­ 
dends under power of attorney will not have the 
opportunity of receiving them by post, bat must 
attend a t the bank as heretofore, some technical 
difficulties exlstiug in this case which, perhaps, 
may be uJUmately removed.

T he E levated R ailroad—E xperim ental Exhl* 
bitlon o f tho Ptrat H e c iio n -llo w the Road 
is Operated—The Mtyle o f Cara Used. 
The first section of the Elevated Railway, on Green­ 
wich street, between the Battery and Cortiamit 
street, is now completed and in running order. By 
Invitation the members oi tbo press witnessed the 
operation thereof yesterday afternoon, and gave tbe 
road 
a 
thorough 
Inspection. 
Tho 
plan 
of 
tbe 
Elevated 
Railway 
has 
been 
explained 
in 
tbese 
columns 
at 
length; 
but 
since 
then a great 
many 
improvement» have been 
made 
In 
the 
track, 
the 
machinery 
and 
the propelling power. The company having control 
of this road have had great obstacles to contend 
with. Suits at law innum erable bad to bo defended, 
and in some casos bitterly contested, until finally 
the courts decided In favor of the company. Fur­ 
therm ore the Iron for the road was not furnished by 
the founders as fast as It was wanted, hence the 
work lagged. Recently, however, tbe decisions of 
the courts in favor of tbe company and vast im- 
provemeute tn the machinery gave an Impetus to 
the coDstniction, and there is every prospect that 
the road will be open for traffic about the 1st of 
next November. 
The first section Is run by a stationary engine 
located In the cellar on the southeast side of Green­ 
wich and CortianOt streets, which propels an end­ 
less steel rope, supported on trucks of four wheels, 
also running inside of rails at au interval of 160 
feet. The frame of the trucks form a triangle on 
the top, the cone of which w called a “horn;’’ tins 
catches a “Up” attached to a lever, worked from mo 
platform of the car, which, when lifted, allows the 
trunx and rope to pass by and the car remains 
Btutiunary. In order lu start the car again a turn uf 
m e lever is necessary, when the truck catches 
the

The car itself is Ingeniously constructed. Is about 
thirty feet in length and fitted up piam and neat, it 
will accumuiudate forty passengers.

For If the eoinmitment be agam st 
law, as ff made by a m agistrate who bad no Jnris- 
dlctlon, or if a m atter for which by law a person 
cannot be punished, tne court must discharge.

jecuon. Where the case is so loosely stated that the 
Court cannot adjudge whether there was a reasona­ 
ble ground of commitment or not.

It might be inferred from the affidavit th at a 
crime had been cemmitted in Pennsylvania, but 
where Interence is not sufficient to found the ex er­ 
cise of criminal Jurwdlction, I am rcqueitefi oy the 
District Attorney to hold on to the person until the 
proiter documents come from Pennsylvania, or unui 
they ore procured from the Governor of that State, 
This I cannot do. This court, although Its Jmiges 
possess all the powers of com m itting magistrates, 
have always rcfraineU from so doing, unless in very 
scarce and very exceptional cases, and I do not 
(leeiii\his as falling within that e.xceptional rule.

Tke Death of Seeretory RawliNa—The Cabi­ 
net QaeMinn. 


The death of General Rawlins, late Secretary 
of War, leaves an important vacancy In the 
Cabinet. A war democrat of the Douglas school 
in his political antecedents. General Rawlins, 
unlike General Logan, had not drifted into the 
extremes of radicalism. 
On the contrary, he 
was no doubt the best representoUve in the 
Cabinet of the liberal ideas and conciliatory 
policy of General Grant. 
From the day when 
the Galena tanner took the young Galena 
lawyer into his service in the army as his chief 
of staff the close confidential relations estab­ 
lished between these two men were strength­ 
ened to the end of their patriotic copartner­ 
ship. 
No man connected with the administra­ 
tion, we dare say, not excepting even General 
Sherman, possessed so intimately the con­ 
fidence or knew so well the peculiar mind or 
tbe opinions and purposes of General G rant 
as his devoted friend and sagacioua adviser, 
Rawlins. 
The loss of this confidential adviser 
and thoroughly devoted friend is, therefore, a 
serious loss to the President, and in casting 
about to fill the vacancy some time may be re­ 
quired to reach a satisfactory selection. 
The Cabinet disclosures which have followed 
the late Vi.-ginia and Tennessee elections are 
very interesting. 
We have learned through 
them, for instance, that Secretary of the 
Treastiry Boutwell and Postmaster General 
Crcswell were active and earnest colaborers 
in said elections In behalf of the radical 
party and for the defeat of the new Southern 
party of liberal republicans and progressive 
democrats. 
We know, however, that it was 
under the wing of General G rant’s administra­ 
tion and Southern policy that this new party 
swept the field in Virginia and Tennessee, and 
that, inspired by these successes, the same 
political elements are coming together In all the 
other Southern Slates. 
We have seen, too, the 
failures of the radicals of Virginia and of Ten­ 
nessee to induce the administration to interfere 
in their behalf In upsetting these late elections, 
and in 
the 
official 
opinion 
of Attorney 
General Hoar on the new Virginia Legis­ 
lature we 
have no doubt an opinion by 
authority of the President. 
And what docs 
this 
opinion 
signify In a broad political 
view? 
It signifies 
that 
General G rant’s 
policy 
in 
reference 
to 
these 
Southern 
elections is 
to 
give 
the 
largest 
latitude 
to the people concerned which the laws of 
Congress will allow, and to leave to Congress 
itself the responsibility of defeating the fif­ 
teenth amendment in rejecting the new anti- 
test oath Virginia Legislature. 
Thus General Grant, in his quiet way, has 
shown remarkable skill in the m anagement of 
these Southern reconstruction difficulties. The 
Virginia opinion of the AUornny General de­ 
fines the President’s policy. 
It is not the pol­ 
icy of Boutwell, Creswell and the extreme rau- 
icals of the republican camp, but the policy of 
Grant, Rawlins, Hoar and that section of the 
Cabinet. 
Strangely enough Massachusetts is 
divided and neutralized in the Cabinet on this 
question, while Maryland, a Southern State, In 
Creswell, stands in bold relief in opposition 
to the President's policy of Southern concilia­ 
tion. 
A divided Cabinet is not a good :,hing. 
A 
Cabinet with one, two or throe members In ac­ 
tive opposition on any question to the Presi­ 
dent’s policy, with the rest of tbe members 
suspiciously quiet or passively Indifferent, is 
not a good thing. 
General G rant has 
a 
Cabinet of 
this 
sort, 
and 
the 
occasion 
suggests 
a 
fine 
opportunity 
for 
the 
needful work of reconstruction. It is probable, 
however, considering the amiable Ilspositlon 
of General G rant, that he will overlook the 
late mischievous Intermeddling of Boutwell

To the outside world, unacquainted with the 
m ysteries of gold gambling in Wall street or 
Broad street, the rise in the price of gold with­ 
in three weeks from HH J to 137J must be very 
puzzling. They naturally look for some cause, 
some extraordinary drain of gold from the 
country, some heavy balance of trade against 
us, a general failure of crops, or something 
else, and are astonished to find none. 
Indeed, 
at the very time when the premium on gold 
might bo expected to fall considerably, in con­ 
sequence of the small balance of trade against 
the country and the abundant crops now com­ 
ing in, it has gone up over six per cent. 
It 
was supposed a few weeks ago that the pre­ 
mium would be down by this time to twenty- 
five, and there is no commercial, financial, nor 
any other good reason why it should not have 
fallen to that or lower. 
The crops generally 
are abundant, as was said, and from the cotton 
crop alone there will be realized a sarplus of 
two 
hundred 
millions 
or more of gold. 
This product 
for the 
present year 
alone 
is worth nearly four years’ yield of the gold 
mines. 
Then our mines produce steadily and 
yearly a large amount of the precious metals. 
The winter season is the time when we get 
out of debt to foreign countries for importa­ 
tions, and we are now approaching that happy 
condition. 
If the premium goes up in summer, 
when we are getting in debt, there might bo 
some reason for it, but certainly th fre is none 
at the present time. 
On the contrary, it 
ought to go down to a low figure. 
The rise 
and fall of gold has nothing to do with the con­ 
dition of the country. 
All tbe fluctuations are 
the result of gambling by a few individual 
capitalists or stockjobbing firms. 
Yet the 
whole amount df gold held by these, and 
through which they influence the market, is 
not more than a few millions. 
A small margin 
is all that is used for sales of millions upon 
millions. 
Such bogus transactions would not 
be tolerated in any other business. 
All are 
done on paper or by credit, with or without 
the smallest sort of margin in gold, between a 
few individuals. 
Is it not absurd that such 
operations should regulate the m arket value of 
gold, and, as a consequence, of other things as 
well? 
But the question arises here, how are these 
bulls and bears in gold to be killed o(T? 
How 
is their gambling to be stopped ? 
It is diffi­ 
cult to reach the evil, if not impossible, by 
proscriptive legislation or by taring their 
operations. 
Perhaps the government may 
have to find a remedy .in some other way. 
The question may arise as to the necessity ot 
demonetizing the 
precious 
m etals and of 
making a uniform paper money currency. 
There is no doubt that our present mixed cur­ 
rency and the demand of the government 
for gold duties on importations are the indirect 
cause of gold gambling. 
If gold were not 
in demand for the payment of duties, and we 
were to have a uniform legal tender currency 
used as money for all purposes, the gold 
operations of Wall street would cease. 
It 
will be difficult to reach specie payments, how­ 
ever much gold there may be in the country, 
80 long as those gamblers have control of the 
market, and, therefore, it may become a ques­ 
tion whether the government should not, for a 
lime at least, demonetize gold and make a 
uniform legal tender currency as tbe only 
money of the country. 


The Mine Disaator. 


Another heartrending disaster in a coal 
m ine! 
It has become an old story. 
It is uze- 
less to repine over the misery, the Individual 
suffering and the general horror of these 
events, for human sympathy is not moved in 
that way to the necessary point of taking mea­ 
sures to prevent these distressing occurrences. 
Some other course must be chosen, and the 
only practical one is to consider what is a most 
feasible general step against such disasters. 
In the case now under observation we see 
that the calamity Is directly due to an absolute 
negligence in regard to the safety of the men 
in the mine—negligence on many points, too. 
There was but one way for entrance or egress, 
and ventilation was had by that same way, 
and the mouth of this one opening was em­ 
bedded in combustible m aterial—old build­ 
ings—“ all of wood and dry as tinder.” 
In 
such a 
state of the 
mine, any 
accident, 
however trivial it might otherwise have been, 
must destroy all the minors. 
It only awaited 
the 
flight 
through the 
air of a 
spark 
from 
any 
source 
to 
touch 
that 
old 
Under, 
and 
all 
the 
men 
were 
gone. 
Not only mu.st escape be rendered impossible 
by the obstruction of the shaft, but even the 
means of respiration must be instantly taken 
away. There is a plain duty before the people 
of Pennsylvania; it i.s for them to say, through 
their Legislature, whether they will perm it 
capitalists to work mines in this recklesa dis­ 
regard of the lives of those they employ. 
It 
is at least a subject for legislative inquiry 
whether 
the 
construction 
of 
combustible 
edifices over shafts must not be absolutely for­ 
bidden, and whether mines may be 
per­ 
mitted to operate with only one opening for 
escape and ventilation. 
Your ground mole is 
a model miner, and your gopher is another, 
and neither of these leaves himself in his sub­ 
terranean life to the chances of a single avenue 
of escape. Shall man act with less sagacity ? 


R o o d e rt.—It is astonishing how many peo­ 
ple would like to bo dishonest If they only 
knew how; and it Is a reflection for the philo­ 
sophic that the number of our villains is small 
to what It would be but for Ignorance. 
Here 
are two thousand persons, as shown by the 
Giimbridge seizure, honest enough as the 
world goes, but who, notwithstanding, would 
like to bo the holders and passers of counter­ 
feit money. 
They are eager to buy the photo­ 
graphs of greenbacks, under the impression 
that they are counterfeits—and Gnfflbridffe 
trades on their oupiditj.

o r that city and to retard its prosperity for 
their own selfish purpose. 
It seems that the 
law courts are to be appealed to by a certain 
number of citizens in order to decide whether 
the Ferry Company, according to its charter, 
is not indebted to the City Hospital in the sum 
of three millions of dollars or thereabouts, 
which have been, by an ingenious subterfuge, 
withheld from that instUution. 
The charter of 
the Uniou Ferry Company provides that all its 
earnings over and above its expenses and a 
dividend of ten per cent per annum to the 
stockholders shall be paid to the City Hospi­ 
tal for the support of the sick poor. 
To 
those who 
know how 
the ferries have 
been 
managed 
it 
may 
be 
unnecessary 
to state that this provision 
has 
never 
been compUed with. 
It 
has been evaded 
by the ingenuity of the directors in adding 
to tbelr capital by the purchase of additional 
water fronts, the erection of costly buildings, 
and by the issue of extra stock—a watering 
process-w hich has perhaps paid better than 
tbe earnings of the ferries themselves, although 
those are known to be enormous. 
Thus, while the City Hospital has been skU- 
fuUy cheated of its proper dues by the Ferry 
Company, poor patients, who ought to be re ­ 
ceived there gratis, or nearly so, are com ­ 
pelled either to pay a weekly stipend, which 
they cannot afford, or go to some of tbe county 
institutions and become a burden upon the 
taxpayers. 
A t the same time it baa been a 
marvel why the trustees of the Hospital, hav­ 
ing the law on their side, and having an obvi­ 
ous right to this accumulated sum of three 
millions, did 
not attem pt 
to assert their 
righto and compel the F erry Company to 
comply with tbe provisions of the charter. 
The m ystery may perhaps be explained by the 
fact that out of the twenty trustees of the City 
Hospital six are connected with the Ferry 
Company—one as superintendent 
and 
the 
others as directors. 
Of the Hospital trustees 
belonging to the Ferry Company are Cyrus 
P. Smith, superintendent, 
and 
H enry E. 
Piorrepont, A. A. Low, Charles E. Bill, H. 
B. Clafflin and S. B. Cbittenden, directors. 
The other trustees who have no direct con­ 
nection with the Ferry Company are William 
H. Allen, A. W. Benson, A. V. Blake, P eter 
C. Connell, J. H. Frothlngham, John Green­ 
wood, John Halsey, Thomas Messenger, J. 
L. Pope, H. G. Nichols, W. M. Richards, W. 
S. Tisdale, D. W. Wetmore and A. M. White. 
Why these gentlemen should have perm itted 
the claims of the noble institution they repre­ 
sent to remain in abeyance all these years and 
leave it to a “ Citizens’ Reform Association" 
of a few weeks’ growth to take legal steps for 
their recovery is a question they can probably 
best answer for themselves, and they should be 
called upon to answer IL 
It to pretty evident 
that the city of Brooklyn has been cheated In 
this m atter of contract between the Legislature 
and the Union Ferry Company in an immense 
amount, while the company has been growing 
rich, while it has been incommoding and 
oppressing the residents of Brooklyn in every 
way and thus retarding the advance of property. 
Fortified by that provision of the charter 
which declares that the purchasers of the ferry 
franchises must purchase also the entire p ro -. 
perty in docks and boats and houses and privi­ 
leges owned by the present company, that cor­ 
poration keeps the monopoly in its own hands. 
There is hardly an interest in Brooklyn that 
the Union Ferry does not control. 
It has a 
finger in everything—the Hospital manage­ 
ment, the Board of Education, the Corpora­ 
tion and the Bridge Company. 
As to the 
latter, the ferry interest may be considered as 
having killed the bridge project outright. 
The 
Ferry Company indeed, virtually, though in­ 
directly, governs all Brooklyn, and most unfor­ 
tunately does it govern that city against the 
interests of its inhabitants and property own­ 
ers. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
legal proceedings contemplated will compel 
that grasping corporation to disgorge some of 
its gains and to surrender some portion of its 
assumption to control and damage a large and 
growing city like Brooklyn. 


The Halt»* and tbe Viceroy.

Freeh batteries are being brought into play 
almost every day by the political cannoneers 
who have selected August Belmont, the chair­ 
man o f the Democratic National Committee, for 
their fire. Tbe ball opened by the Tweed Cen­ 
tral Committee of the Seventh ward is rolling 
along, and resol ntions are nightly adopted by 
the democratic organiealions calling upon Bel­ 
mont to resign. 
Even a German organization 
or two seem to be inoculated with the same 
spirit and turn against their own country­ 
man in tbe fight, and to go in for bis great op­ 
ponent, Tweed. 
The DemooraUo Union party, 
however, under Ely, oppose the Tweed move­ 
ment, and in some pungent resolutions de­ 
clare him incompetent for the position on tbe 
National Committee to which he aspires. 
But what of all this ? 
Belmont to immovable 
in his position, and it wiU be only by his own 
good pleasure and by resigning not only the 
chairmanship, but his place as representative 
of the State of New York In the National Com­ 
mittee, that a vacancy can be left and an op­ 
portunity afforded 
tbe friends of Tweed to 
substitute their tavorlte in his place.

Dr. Hayes' Aretio BxpwUtlmi. 


The interesting letter which we published 
yesterday recounting the progress of Dr. 
Hayes’ Arctic expedition was dated at Ivlgtut, 
South G reenU nd,.July 27, 1869. 
On the 8d of 
July Dr. Hayes and his associates sailed on the 
Panther from St. John’s, Newfoundland, steer­ 
ing northw ard. 
A ball was given in honor of 
the arrival of the Panther a t Jullanshaab, in 
latitude 60.25, longitude 45.55, on the 16th of 
July. 
The ball and the ruins of an ancient 
cathedral 
a t 
Kakortok, 
tbe 
surrounding 
scenery, a visit to a rem arkable glacier near 
Kaksimint, the mine of cryolite near Ivigtut— 
the only mine of the kind at present known In 
the world—and various indications of the un­ 
explored mineral wealth of Greenland, are de­ 
scribed, and we are informed that the expedition 
was probably to leave on the 28th of July, and 
that its route would be north to Melville Bay, 
stopping by tbe way at Disco and Upemavik, 
and returning to St. John’s, via Labrador, 
about the 1st of October. 
We do not see why 
the project of Mr. Bradford, the artist, and his 
friend. Dr. Hayes, to inaugurate regular sum­ 
mer excursions to the Arctic regions may not 
become practicable and popular, with steam ers 
properly equipped for the purpose. 
But some 
means m ust first be adopted to rid those regions 
of the flies and mosquitoes which our corres­ 
pondent was surprised to find at Kakortok 
“ both intolerable and interminable—the latter 
not only larger but more venomous than those 
generally seen at home.”

It appears to be the mission of New York cor­ 
respondents to anearth tbe vlllany of the metropolis 
and serve it np in racy style lor tbe deleciauon of 
rural readers. Whether the tem p u u o n to he in- 
teresUoK may not lead to romancing, or at least 
exaggeration. Is an open question. 
The following

and aitiiough the w riter’s assum ption ol fraud 
in the m atter Is iKarcely w arrantable by the facts, 
It suggests the necessity of caution on the part of 
purchasers of real estate, aud more particularly 
small buyers:—••Kecently there was a town on Long 
Island advertised in all the papers where lots could 
be had on very reasonable terfius. They were sold for 
hity or sizly d u U ^ each, and the purchasers were to 
ds of ihcir property at the end of six 
paying m monthly instalments. One 
ho had the money in his pocket, pro- 


have the deeds of ihci:

purchaser, who had the money in his pocket, pro­ 
posed to pay down and take his deed at once, 
but tue scUera told him he 
had 
better 
do 
like the others and pay by instalments. On de­ 
clining to do so they acknowledged 
that they 
could not give a deed lor the property, as they hud 
none themselves. They hud bought the land and 
received a bond lor a deed, whicu they would have 
before the six mouths bad expired. They hoped to 
receive money eauugh when the third or lourib in­ 
stalm ents were lu to pay for the property, and then 
they would get a title and be on a good footing to 
accommodate tUeir patrons. This is about the sharp­ 
est dodge I kuow or In the luuet business. Tbe pur­ 
chase had been made without moucy, and the pur­ 
chasers were In danger of losing their purchase 
money Id case the projectors of the scucme should 
choose to be dishonest.” 
The following from .the circular of a prom inent 
broker, rcspcctmg the prospects of the real estate 
m ursot In this city, although uot couUium g much 
Information, fairly reflects all the light possible to 
obtam on the subject thus early in the season:— 
••With the approach of the fall season some anxiety 
Is exhibited wiiu regard to .iho course of the real 
estate market. U is imiiossible to speak deflniioly 
os to Its activity, as it depends so much upon out­ 
side influences, which cannot now be determined. 
The past spring aud tbe entire sum mer mouths have 
tested with unusual seventy the price of re ality - 
many of the largest and boldest operators came 
to a (lead stauu, while a large num ber of tlic 
shrewdest mvestors have been taking time by the 
forelock lu picking up almost imperceptibly every 
parcel of desirable property oUeretf upon M anhattan 
Island where a concession was made in the price. 
Notwithstanding an unu.iually disturbed dear money 
market, a general duluess in business, equal lo the 
period of 1857, without the pauic, a general conces­ 
sion m the rental rates of unoccupied houses, the 
number of which has oeen greater than at any season 
since 1861. Keal estate men must be thankful that, 
under all lhe.se adverse and trying circumstances, 
added to which we have a gradual reduction m the 
gold premium, also the national debt, rendering the 
purchasing power of paper money more valuable 
and appreciating its price—Is it nut remarkable that 
prices are so firm? 
The ensuing months will w it­ 
ness a period of great business activity, for from all 
parts Of the world the reports of heavy crops are as- 
suroU, while m the United States, both South and 
VVest, the sod win add tnis year millions of dollars 
to our wealth, which, in finding Its way through all 
the ramiflcations of every deportm ent of trade and 
commerce, will most surely contribute a tithe to­ 
wards the Investment In land, and again form th 
basis of many a prmcely fortune upon sites which 
in a few years win become villages, towns aud 
tties.

But It is unjust to reproach the democracv of the 
city with claims to inordinate infiuence. If repre­ 
sentation in our State conventions were based upon 
tne number ol party votes in eacU locality—aa is 
done in republican convenUons and in some county 
conventions of both parties—New York would have 
more u a n thirty, to one for Onondaga. As it is New 
York has seventeen to four for Onondaga. 
We aunere to the present system, which places 
le minority and majority distrlets upon an equal­ 
ity, and which recognizes this equality in the choice 
01 delegates to State and national uouveuiions, 
members of Slate uummlttees, &c. Bat while it re­ 
mains and no one asks to disturb it, let us not accuse 
tbe majority counties ot a grasping or eucroacning 
spiriL 
Equally unnecessary Is the outcry raised in New 
Y’^ork demanding that Mr. Belmont shall resign his 
place 08 chairman of the National Committee and 
give way to Mr. Tweed. The National Committee 
can hardly be Bald to exist, for It will probably not 
meet till It assembles to call the convention of 1872. 
If Mr. Belmont should resign in the meantime and 
some State convention name Mr. Tweed for nia 
;>lace, that would not make tne latter chairman of 
.he National Committee. That body is composed of 
one member from each state, and the next chair­ 
man may be chosen from Okio, or Indiana or Cali- 
loruia. 
It IS worse than idle to precipitate such contro­ 
versies upon the party. 
The system of representation In democratic con­ 
ventions is so adjustetl as to correct abuses. They 
cannot long stand If tney once give rise to just 
cause of complaint, i bey may be treated in such 
a way, however, as to become calamltons.

The unparalleled mining disaster is the universal 


subject or Inquiry, thought and feeling. While the 
whole community is thrilled to the centre with 
horror, the mining population, as might be ex- 
pected, us more deeply and painfully touched than 
any other class. All work Is suspended in tbe minee 
m this vicinity, and nearly the whole force of miners, 
)n their mining suits, have gone to Arondale to re- 
main until their brethren are brongat out dead or 
alive. A special warn IB run- down from here hourly. 
No rare is charged those going to Avondale. Thou- 
sands have gone from this direction alone, and the 
whole country is aroused and floctmg to the scene of 
the disaster. 


In the Fourth, Firth and Sixth, or Hyde Park 


wards of this city the streets are thronged with 
women, tbe relatives and friends of the men in the 
Avondals pit, eagerly beseeching every person ar- 
riving from below ror inrormatton, and their weep 
ing nils the air. Mining cannot be resumed at any 
or the works of the Delaware Lacfeawanna and West- 
ern Railroad Company probably within a week, or 
at least until all the funerals of tne Avondale dead 
are ovei. 


The fact of the long and severe scriKe just ended 


adds greatly to the destitution which will follow the 
calamity. The widows and orphans will number 
not less than six hundred.

A large crowd or miners aud their friends, to- 


gether with women and children related to the un- 
fortunate men below, surround the mouth of the 
pit outside of a temporary fence whicn nas beeu 
erected to enable the working gangs to pursue their 
operations unimpeded. 


1 have learned the following additional detail* of 


the calamity. It seems the Ore burned BO rapidly 
that the engineer, Mr. Alexander Weir, was driven 
from the engine soon after, having had time merely 
to blow the whistle and flz things secure, so that 
there would be no danger of explosion. A» the flre 
passed up the shaft and into the breaser IE rushed 
into the eugme room as stated, the engineer noc 
having time even to secure his hat. 


In an almost incredibly short epace of time

ready, a dog enclosed in a box with a slot top was 
let down the shaft, together witn a lighted lamp, for 
the purpose of ascertaining if it was safe for a man 
w go flown the Shalt. If the dog came up alive it 
would be proof that the air was not too hot nor too 
foul for breathing. He wag let down as far as the 
box would go for the obstructions in the pit. When, 
at six o'clock, the box was hauted up the dog was 
found alive, and the flrst sentiment of relief was 
experienced since the flre commenced.

the doe was down the shaft quiet was re- 
quested, and a number of men who were at 
the mouth of the tunnel 
halloed down the 


shaft, in tne Hope that an answering shout would be 
heard from the imprisoned men. Many m the tun- 
nel and above ground thought they heard the an- 
swer "All right," and immediately cheer after cheer 
went up from the assembled multitude. After the 
dog was nanled up efforts were made to call to those 
below, but there was ao much confusion ground the- 
mouth of the shaft, so many people being gathered 
there, and all beta? anxious to see wbtt was 
going on, that it was impossible. A policeman and 
others made every effort to get the people back, bat 
all to no purpose. It was flnally thought advisable 
to turn a stream of water upon tne crowd to drive 
it away. This was accordingly done with. Good- 
well's hose. There were many ludicrous happenings 
at this time, but the impression of bystanders was 
that or sorrow that such violent measures were re- 
sorted to. A large number or people were badly 
drenched. When quiet wo* again restored another 
loufl call was made. Breathless silence wae observed 
by tne vast concourse, numbering: thouuand«, but 
no answering voice was beard, and hope died away.

He waa hauled 
up again and his lantein rahtened to the signal rope, 
and It was then let down slmutaneously with 
Mr. Vantar's second attempt, which was com- 
menced at thirty-four minutes paac six, and within 
his reach. 


At forty-one minutes past six o'clock P. M. a sig- 


nal came from Vartue to be drawn up. in three 
minutes he readied the top or the short. Mr. Vartue 
reported that about half way down the shaft ne 
found obstructions which prevented his further 
descent, \ A pump was lodged there, npon wmch 
rested a fipclx of timber and other obstructions, 
and although there wag an opening large enough 
to go tnroujflj he feared to go down, supposing that 
if he did theWbris would fall npon him. The brat- 
tier wort around tha shaft was not .much burned. He 
reported the air perfectly good and not much heated, 
but that two men would have to go aowa, as they 
could work together to good advantage. 


It was thought best to send down gome fresh men, 


and accordingly Charles Jones, of Plymouth, and 
Stephen Jones, of Nottingham shafti volunteered. 
At fifty-three minutes past six P. jr., the two men 
were provided with a hook and a hatchet and some 
other contrivances ana started down.

'las just been compelled to eat humble pie; 
•ana her. assaying power has been made painfully 
"manifest In the shoes given to her system by the 
"blatherskite" of a lew Fenians. At the very mo- 
ment when the French Emperor extends a general 
amnesty to all political offenders, the toothless old 
British lion mumbles her jaws over her Irish prison- 
er* and fears to let another of them loose. Ever 
Blnce a crowd of English longhs cut the ropes of a 
Jptize ring to prevent their champion, Tom Sayers, 
from being whipped out of tune by Heenan, and 
flrove the American from the field with knives am 
jjlstols, while their champion lay dead to the call oj 
the seconds, Englishmen have felt that they must do 
fometnlng to redeem the character of their country 
Their gallant yachtmen were not available, because 
of their aversion to rough seas ana equinoctia 
Etorma. bnt their bold University oarsmen were 
luckily, eijual to the situation, and chivalrously 
volunteered to stand np — or rather to sit down— for 
the honor of their country, ma Salte'e rowing boat, 
with a young coxswain in the stern, and to pull 
against lour adventurous University men from 
'the other aide ol tne At'autic. Fortunately, as 
\re have said, for poor old England they 
,have won, come out of tie struggle jnst five seconds 
ahead or their Y antee opponents, and now the Times 
&nd other Londonjonrnals declare that England is 
satisfied; that BUB can rest upon her laurels, that th< 
hearts of all her bold Bntons have again been made 
glad, and that she feels she may still defy the world, 
All this is owing to four young gentlemen from an 
English universlry, who have, in the glowing lan- 
guage of the London ytmes, saved Groat Britain 
from a national humiliation and disgrace, deeper 
than abe suffered when compelled to lower her flag 
to America in a more serious and deadly conflict 
upon her own especial element. 


Nor can the glory of their achievement be denied. 


The Impudent Yankees who dared to challenge the 
Oxfords to a rowing match, weie monsters of muscle

practice There is a story of a lubberly schoolboy, 
fourteen or fifteen years old, who couid not answer 
the Sunday school question. "Who made youf" 
whereupon a little four year old fellow was called to 
tue front. "Who made youf" asked the teacher 
"God, sir," answered the youngsosr. "Well," was 
the excuse of the older dunce, "he ought to 
Know: he has not been made so long as I 
liave." The Harvard coxswiin not having been 
' made" so long as his Oxford competitor, 
TUUSI have taiown a great deal better how to steer. 
Indeed, the odfls were BO clearly in favor of tne 
Americans tent it Is surprising that the admitted 
lean of John Bull were not realised, and his defeat 
on his own muddy Cockney river rendered inev- 
itable. 


All Honor, then, to the Oxford roar for their glori- 
ous victory, and now what next'

us .hope. not, for tide honor of toe 
ola University. In accepting the challenge of 
Harvard on the simple condition that they saenht 
liave everything their own way the Oxford crew 
hav* virtually pledged themselves to afford the 
Americana an opportunity to contend with them on 
the other aide under similar circumstances. We may 
•well anUolpate, therefore, thai the Oxford four will 
at once set't&e time for's race with Harvard without 
a coxswain and on the Charles river. Unless they 
do this ttcrr laurels will have no more freshness and 
vitality than, a yesterday's cabbage in a London 
market. 
It has (frequently been said on both aides of the 
Atlantic that the Oxford and Harvard boat race had 
nothing of on international character, and this was 
strictly trae. It was simply a race between the 
young man of two universities. The Harvard men 
were no onora the represantatlvesjsi America than 
•was the yacht Spppno a year or so ago 
Indeed. 
the characteristic of Americans Is never to gee 
•whipped, and in this view the Harvards cannot be 
recognized a* renteseniatrro Americans. Then, they 
jiave been far more nniversltyteh than Americas all 
Girongh the -anair, and have certalmy'ln some points 
lalted to show anything Use American aptness- tend 
tent. This may probably arise from their New Eng- 
land education and associations, but as they have 
toeen beaten it is scarcely necessary to anode to what 
muthtnaie been batter dona by the Harvard crew. 
Let us repeat the hope that they may be afforded an 
• opportunity to do to Oxford to America what Ox- 
ford has done to them laEugland, and then there, as 
cere, we can only say, "May the beat men win." We 
can see no other way for them out of their present 
ecraoe, unless.

For various reasons noth- 
ing came -of tn» challenge for some time, the then 
presideutof the Oxford University Boat Club not 
leellng disposed to. pledge UB club to any stop 
In which hla successor might not feel disposed to 
concur.

match between two universities, though of different 
countries. From time to time we have faithfully set 
before our readers aetails of the practice of tne rival 
crews (luring their stay at 1'utney, and as far as pos 
stole, have endeavored to tarnish them with a tole 
rabiy correct notion of the relative merits of tha two 
gets of oarsmen. 
For some days preceding tho race the weather nas 
been unusually fine and ha* been hig&iy appreciated 
by the Americans, who, before they left home, were 
led to expect nothing but clouds, rain and fpga. On 
Thursday evening tuere was a bright moon and a 
cloudless shy, giving promise of a glorious day on 
the morrow. So that there was little or no misgiv- 
ing <»n tho subject of tue B eather for the boat race 
day, notwithstanding the proverbial ncKleucss ol 
the English climate 
Yesterdar morning, in accordance -with the fore- 
cast of the preceding evening, brose fine, bulwlth 
a haziness foreshadowing much heat. Towards 
midday i lie sun came out in all ita power and shone 
\uttt an intense glare and parching heat, so that on 
all Bands expressions of commiseration for the 
actors in the impending strife were to be heard, I 
is true a nice air from tho eastward made itsel 
agreeably felt and mitigated the oppressiveness o 
the atmosphere, but the day proved to be one of the 
hottest we have experienced this season. Fortu 
nately as the afternoon wore on ana the tide rose 
this air gradually Increased in strength, and br the 
time the start was made It had freshened up into a 
nice breeze. 


From an early hour In the morning there were 
signs that soinetning out of the usual course was 
expected, and shortly after midday crowds began 
to move westward, by road and rail, towards the 
Thames. The frequent repetitions of the words 
"Oxford" and "V/arifceos" betokened the great zest 
with which every atom of intelligence concerning 
the crews who were about to contend for the honoi 
of their universities—if not, strictly speaking, for 
the honor ot their respective countries—was wel- 
comed and commented upon. The most visible 
signs of the Impending contest were to be found in 
the fact that along the streess Hansom cabs, carts 
ana pedestrians were bedeOKed mainly with two 
colors—dark blue and crimson, the former indis 
putably to the ascendant. Shop windows were 
ornamented with the nvai colors, and ftont flag 
stives mounted on conspicuous eminences was to 
be seen the Union Jack. In juxtaposition with the 
well known Stars and Stripes, occasionally varied 
by the unpretentious "dark blue'* of the English 
university. 


Opposite the star and Garter at Putney a tier o 
half a score of barges was moored in line under th 
direction of the t names oonservancy, and a Don 
derous iron chain was stretchea across the river 
mode fast at the Surrey end to a wooden pile driven 
into the mud, and at the other TO a windlass on a

tnree o'clock, when the chain was tightened, so aa 
to form a boom right across the nver, for the pnr 
pose of preventing the passage of any heavy craft 
The tide turned and began to flow about half-pas 
one o'clock. Immediately after which hundreds o 
row boats appeared, at first coming in twos and 
tnrees and afterwards m shoals. Among them were 
several screw launches and tugs and two or three 
passenger steamers, including one whose owner ha< 
previously expressed his determination or defying 
the authorities and of following in the wake-of the 
racing boats, but wno at the last moment was com 
peueo to succumb to the strong arm of the law ana 
quietly took up a stationary position between 
Barnes and Mortlake in company with several othe 
steam vessels. The Sunflower, for the represents 
lives ef the press, also arrived at a comparatively 
early hour, and toot up her position close over to 
the Fuiham shore, out of the way of tne crews and 
alongside the umpires' boat, Citizen T— Lotus, 
these being, according to previous announcement 
the only two boats that were allowed to follow the 
match 
Th^y were neither ol them at all crowded 
the number of tickets issued for each being lunitet 
to fifty, or perhaps sixty, and for the excellent view 
wnich he afforded his passengers of every mciden 
of the race the captain of tne Sunflower deserves 
their best thanks, for, while always anxious to oblige 
them In every possible way, he was scrupulously 
careful to conform to the instructions given him, am 
not to overrun the crews, or even to head the um 
pires1 boat in the least degree Mr Lord, tho 
painstaking and efllcient executive ofHcer of the 
Thames Conservancy, who merits cue greatest credn 
for his untiring exertionsito provide a clear course 
and to carry out the arrangements for the match in 
tUe manner most agreeable to the two crows, in 
which he succeeded beyond expectation, was to have 
taken passage in the press boat, but at the last 
moment ne went on board Mr. James Blyth's screw 
steam, launch Ariel, and by moving aboutfrom place 
to place mainly contributed to keep the course 
clear of Intruders. That this was a task of no small 
difficulty will be fully appreciated by those who 
witnessed the hundreds upon hundreds of rowboats 
which fringed the sides of the river In the upper 
reaches, and crammed the spaces Bet apart for moor- 
ing in. At four o'clock in the afternoon the towing 
path, rontls, oanks and bridges were covered with 
swirms of spectators, who were massed in the 
Urgest numbers at Putney, Hammersmith, Chis- 
wiok (on both sides 
of 
the river), Barnes 
and Mortlake, the road 
from. Hammersmith 
suspension Bridge past Mill Lodge and the 
West Middlesex company's reservoirs to Barnes 
terrace being completely blocked wltn vehicles of 
all descriptions. Although there oan be no doubt 
that tlie sightseers mustered In strong force at 
Putney, they cave no indication whatever of the 
thousands upon thousands of spectators who had 
crowded together upon Hammersmith bridge, on 
uothBidoeof the nver at Chiswlck, and along the 
bnrrey shore for a mile and a half below the winning 
post. Steamers, rowboats and barges, with plat- 
forms erected upon them, were ranged tier upon tier 
as t/llcklT 88 the.) could be cranuiiod, and aboio 
tnern were the occupant" 01 tlio carriages and drags 
ou tlie roadways, while high above all. at every 
window and on every housetop, as well as on Barnes 
railivaj bridge, there was scarcely a vacant place to 
be found, so deep was the anxiety to behold the 
race. The Oxford and Cambridge boat rate la fa- 
mous for large crowds, but there never before were 
such multitudes ol human beings collected along- 
side the Thames. So anxious were the occnpanu of 
the small boats off Barnes to (ret as near a view of 
the crews as possible that they rowed after them as 
they passed without heeding the two steamers which 
•were following them at a distance of about lOOjards, 
and many of them narrowly escape! being run down, 
while so obstructed, was the riser with them after 
the rad& was finished that a long time elapsed be- 
fore the crews could make their way baot to Putney 
or the steamboats return to London. 
The course having been thoroughly cleared and 
everything being m readiness, the Oxford and Har- 
vard crews went down to the river shortly before 
nve o'clock, the Oxford men to tne Leander Club 
boathouse ana the Harvard men to that of the Lou 
don Bowing Club, and nrcceeded to get into their 
racing craft. The Oxfoid crew were first afloat and 
pushed off from tne shore about five minutes to five 
o'clock., followed almost .immediately by the Amen 
cans, both crews coming in for loud and prolonged 
cheering as therpaddled down to ttto post. Some 
little time was unfortunately wasted before the two 
fours were in perfect readiness to go, aa owing to 
an unaccountable oversight, no station boats had 
been provided from which to bold the sterns of the 
racing boats preparatory to getting OCT. At length 
two skies were procured, and dropping their'an- 
chors just ahead of the line of lighters, they were 
placed in position. The two crews then backed 
down to them, the Harvard crew taking the Middle- 
sex, a better simaaoii, while the Oxonians wsro on 
;be Surrey side of them, both boats being immediate- 
ly opposite the Star ana Garter Hotel, »c Patney. 
At ten minutes pasture the starter. Mr. W. Blalkle, 
secretary of the Harvard Cnivenlty Boat Club, pre- 
pared to get them oil, bnt owing to the Oxford craw 
not being quite ready when asked the question, a 
few moments of suspense elapsed. At length, at 
fourteen minutes past five, the signal was glvon and 
the race commences. 


The Harvard crew dipped their oara into the 
water first, but the Oxonians ware almost as quickly 
under way, although not to flucii good purpose. .So 
rapidly did the Americans set their boat off that off 
the Duke's Head, about hail way between the Star 
and Garter and Simmon's yarn, they lea by half a 
ength, which advantage they had increased, to a 
whole length opposite the London Club boat home, 
the cheers of the American spectator! snd the 
counter-cheers of the multitudes creating a deafen- 
ing uproar. At the Bishop's creek, on t»« .Middle- 
sex side of the river, the Harvard creirliad if pos- 
sible aoded yet more to their lead, and, as far as we 
could radee from the steamer astern or them, were 
clear or Oxford, with a couple of feet to spare. On 
>ast tbe Wfflows and the site of the Old Half Mile 
>ost there was no change, tne Harvard crew, who 
were rowing a very rapid stroke or at least fortr- 
wo to the minute, holding their advantage, even 
f they did not sightly add to ifc 
The Oxford 
crew, on the 
other 
hand, were pulling a 
very steady stroke ot peiliaos toirty-nuia to 
the minute, without hurry or scrambling, and with 
every appearance of keeping it up all the way; but, 
nevertheless, their boat'appeared to be'moving so 
slowly when compared with that ot the Americana 
that folks began to loot at one another and to 
wonder how all this was to end. At Craven Cottage 
•he Oxford orew, as both boats made for the bend to 
;be right, seemon for a moment to be going up to 
Jielr opponents; oat this was more in appearance 
than reality, and wan no doubt owing to tne cr«ws, 
which had hitherto been wide of one another, clos- 
ing together preparatory to entering tie lontf reach 
for the Soap Works Point. Indeed, th»y approached 
the Harvard boat so rapidly thaMheir coxawaiu was 
compelled to edge out a little so 33 to keep out of 
danger, and a somewhat too free use of his lelt Lane 
rudder line caused his boat to loss tray and ground 
it the same time, the Harvard craw at this moment 
eadlng by something over a length. At tfca upper 
end of tlie garden of Craven cottage tne Harvard 
coxswain, apparently not liking the slack water 
under the Middlesex shore, sheered outwards and 
bored the Oxford creW towards midstream, the latter 
riving way *t onco. This nuia bit of manoenvenoE 
rave the American boat a farther advantage go 
hat off tbe Grass wharf, just above the Cottage, they 
cd bra length and a quarter, or thereabouts. Be- 
owltosebauk Villa, ana while the two boau were 
crossing the water tor the point on the Surrey shore 
ttlow Haamersnut6..the Oxford craw drew,up 
lightly, and the pace of the Harvard men. seemed 
to almlulah a true; but thij idea wa«,immediately 
dispelled by their once more drawlof away from ox- 
brd aa they passed the Crab Tree, tbe American 
loatbomg w«u ataered out neaily Jn the centre or 
he river, where the flood tide was let* •P*»t than 
closer in ohore, where the Oxonians were taken, 
Conseanenty for a abort distance it appeared as if 
be Hanrdm crew were about to leave the Oxford 
men altogether astern, amd many and anxjoui were 
be luanirtea addressed to those who were supposed 
to be well versed InaquaUo matter* (M to, their 
jpinlon or the probable result or tha raw, whlnh 
Mrtaluly now looked anything bnt favorable to the 
Engiuu crew, tbu being just above the Crab Tree 


and gomo distance below the clump of trees adjoin 
Ing the Soap Works on the Surrey shore. In roum 
ing the point below Messrs. Cowan's wharf, tbe as 
pcct of affairs underwent an Important and ver 
malted change, tbe Oxford crew once more beztn 
nine to hota their own, and as the two boats breaste 
tho Soap Workb perceptibly fcatntoir on tbe Amen 
cans. A tremendous cheer was sent up by the crow 
which had gathered on the wharf and in its Imme 
dlar-e neighborhood, to be taken up and re-echoed b 
thousands of throats as the crews came in Bight o 
Hammersmith bridge, which from the water an 
peared to be a mass of human beings 
After nasS 
tog the Soap Works, and when the boas Ve« 
pointed for the centre span of the Suspension bridge 
the Oxford crew, who BOW benefited by tbe flood i 
the middle of tbe river, beean to overtake the Bar 
vard boat, overlapping It just below the gteamnoa 
pier, and drawing up several feet over its stern aa they 
both shot the arch, readied in 8m. 20s. After passim 
the bridge the Oxford crew, who were voclTerousl 
cheered when the aspect of affairs was discovered 
by the crowd above, gained still more npon the 
leaders, and off BirTeu's yard were barely three 
quarters of a length to tbe rear. Opposite tbe Doves 
it became clear that it was merely -a question o 
time when the Oxford boat would overtake and pas 
its rival, but the Harvard men mads such splendli 
efforts to avert defeat, that it was some distance be 
fore Oxford conld"be said to be on even terms witl 
them, the Harvard fonr still leading off tbe Oi 
Mills by from a quarter to hair a length. NO ma 
terial alteration occurred for another hundred yard 
until after passing tbe staging at present beinz 
erected to the river off tbe West Middlesex Water 
works, when the Oxford crew, men br inch and 
stroke by stroke, reduced the remaining portion o 
the distance by which tney were beaded, and In 
rounding the bena Just below Cbiswick Eyot made a 
brilliant effort, and at length drew level with tbe Ame- 
ricans for the first time snbaequently to leaving the 
starting post, this happening exactly "opposite tbe 
Old Snip Tavern, at Ohiswick Lower Mall. When 
once the Oxonians were really level with tbe Har 
Harvard crew and aad them in the toils, the latter 
fell abroad to I heir rowing, no dftubt as much fron 
distress owing to the seventy of tbe pace as at find 
tog themselves caught by a crew who had bean so 
long astern of them and to full view. It so han- 
pened then that at the foot of Chiswick Eyot the 
Oxford crew led by half a length, both boats keeping 
a very good and parallel course on the Surrey ad 
of the river, or a sudden, whether from tue cox 
swain pulling his larboard line unnecessarily, or, a 
we are inclined to think, from the'snperior strength 
of their bow side oars, tbe Harvard crew were snd 
denly sheered to towards Oxford, who held on in a 
perfectly true direction without budging aa inch. 
bo close, indeed, did the oars of tbe two crews be- 
come that ror a moment tbere was considerable 
danger of a collision, but the bow side oars o 
OtTord being well ahead of the stroke-side oars o 
Harvard there was no contact, and all farther dan 
ger was obviated by tbe American coxswain fetch 
Ing ms boat out towards mid stream. Indeed, so 
determined did he appear to avoid touchinjr that he 
took his men unnecessarily wide, and by throwing 
the boat slightly athwart the tide lost them Bom 
ground As soon as they had recovered their trut 
course the Harvard crew spurted and for a few 
moments appeared to hold way with tbe English 
crew; but as the effort died out about the middle o 
Chiswlcs Eyot. the latter once more drew slowly 
away, the race being now safe, off the tipper eno 
of the Eyot the Oxford coxswain steered out in 
front of tbe Harvard boat and skiUfniiy threw th< 
back wash of ms boat on to that of the Americans 
which completed their discomfiture: snd at Chia- 
wict Church, reached to 13m. iss., Oxford led by 
one length aud a trifle over. Nothing but an acci 
dent could then alter the fortunes of theday, for the 
Oxford crew, rowing with great precision, while me 
Americans were 
rapiaiy 
becoming nnstead- 
and 
losing 
their 
compactness, 
tacreasei 
their advantage at 
every 
stroke, 
leading 
by two lengths off the White Cottage above 
Chiswiek, three at the Battering creeir, in 
the Duke of Devonshire's meadows, aud by four at 
Barnes Railway bndce, reached to 18m. 4s. From 
the bridge upwards the Oxford crew added still fur 
ther to their lead, being about five lengths ahead off 
Mortlake brewery. Just belore reaching the Ship a 
young man who was sculling a lady about in a cii 
rowed out suddenly from tbe Middlesexshoreti 
front of the Oxford boat, so that, m order to avolc 
running into her, tae Oxiord coxswain was com- 
pelled to sheer his boat suddenly to the left: and. as 
it was the bowslde oars of the crew just missed hit- 
ting the gig. By this contretemps Oxford lost at 
least a length, for by the time their boat was azain 
straightened the Harvard four had come up a little 
but, notwithstanding this, the former reached the 
Ship first—clever, if not easy winners—by four 
lengths, of one of tbe most gallantly contested races 
ever rowed between Putney and Jtorttake, and one 
equally honorable to victors and vanquished. 
Tne time of the race was 22m. 20-R-lOs., carerully 
taken with a chronograph watch, manufactured by 
M. P. Dent & Co., of Cocknpur street, and to order 
that there might be no mistake we requested a gen- 
tleman accustomed to time boatmen to chect u« 
with, another chronograph by the same majors and 
there was merely a variation of a couple of seconds, 
caused by tne different positions occupied by the 
Hmetakers, and we bad arranged with John Puelps 
whose boat was used by the judge as tbe winning 
post, to fire a gnu the instant the bow of the Oxford 
boat breasted the line, and this he did. 
The winners rowed in a boat built by J AS. 
Salter, of Oxford, and the losers to one constructed 
at Putney, by Elliott, ol Greeupomt, United States, 
who came over with the Harvard crew. The betting 
at starting may be quoted at two to one and flve to 
two on Oxford, and even when they were astern, 
between Putney and Hammersmith, odds were 
offered against them in vain. 


With regard to the rowing of the competitors we 
have nothing to add to our remarks of Wednesday 
and Thursday to tne effect that there was more real 
hard work aud bonajicta rowing in the Oxford boat 
with all the essential conditions necessary to suc- 
ceed, while in tho Harrard crcn- tlio qualifications 
requisite in order to succeed over a long course 
were wanting. The trials or the Oxford men with 
the London Club lour on Thursday evening forced ut 
to the conclusion tbat the four were not a fast row, 
although physically a powerful cresr, and therefore 
we were not surprised at seeing them outstarted. 
The winners, it must be added, looted somewhat 
stale, but they never got flurried, and they set them- 
selves aown steadfastly to row the race out from 
first to last, knowing perfectly well how fur they 
lad to go and what their task was. The contest, to 
'act, was almost a counterpart ol the ever memora- 
)I8 race between the Oxford aud Cambridge crews 
n 1866, when Mr. Lawes rowed stroke to the Cam- 
bridge crejr, and when the Oxford eight, who were 
astern for nearly three miles, rowed tneir opponents 
gradually down and achieved a splendid victory. 
And while all the competitors deserve praise for 
their gallant rowing Mr. Darbishire must be com- 
mended for the excellent stroke he rowed throneh- 
out. 


One point morels especially deserving of notice, 
which Is that the crews had a falrfleld and no favor, 
that the race was fairly rowed out to the end with- 
out any accident and that tbe best men won.

Tbe result of the great boat race has redressed onr 
aquatic balance with America.' We hare taught onr 
cousin a lesson to rowing in exchange for that re- 
ceived ta the matter of yacht racing.

A quick, flurried stroke told its Inevitable tale as 
>he race became developed, and energy and strength 
deserving of-a better rate were thrown away when 
opposed to the calm skill and the iclentfflo rowing 
n tbe Oxford, boat.

Pursuant to call tbo Board of Trustees of the Col- 


lege of tbe City of New YorK convened in special 
session yesterday afternoon in the b&ll or the Board 
or Education. Mr. R. L. Larremore, president, occu- 
pied tbe chair, and besides him there were present 
Messrs. sands, Wood, Sherwood, Smyth, Duryc* 
Lewis, Bell and urennan. The Secretary, Mr. Wm. 
,HItohmab, read the minutes of tbe last meeting of 
the Board and also the minutes ot the meetings of 
the Executive Committee held since the previous 
meeting of the Board. 
Several communications 


were received and referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee. Among them was a lengthy and able defence 
or the college, transmitted by the Alumni Associa- 
tion. 
This latter communication was read and 


referred to tbe Executive committee. 


Mr. SANDS then presented a resolution reciting 


the purpose of tbe Board to comply with the provi- 
sions of Ita creation by the Legislature, to administer 
tbe duties with a view to economy, and providing 
that, with that object, the professorships of "History 
and Belles Lettres" and "English Language and 
Literature'' be united; that the professorships of 
"Pure" and "Mixed Mathematics" bs also united; 
that the chair of "Adjunct Professor of Philosophy" 
be abolished, and tnat tne duties of the position 
be discharged by 
the "Professor 
of Moral, 


Intellectual and 
Political 
PbUoaopby;" 
that 


the tutorships, except thoso in mathematics, 
be abolished) that tbe professors be required 
to devote flve hours dally to tbe duties of then-re- 
Bpootive departments; that the salaries of the pro- 
fessors bs made $5,000 «acb per annum, aad that 
tbe salary of the president, to consequence of his 
Increased duties, be made $5,500 per annum, and 
tbat tbe trustees reorganize tbe college on a basis 
of $75,000 per annum, instead of 4125,000, as at ore- 
sent. On motion of Mr. Smyth tbe resolution was 
referred to the Executive Committee, 


Mr LEWIS offered a report from the Executive 


Committee recommending tbat the by-laws on page 
19, section 15, of tlie Manual be amended so aa to pro- 
vide-- 


That It ehall alao be the duty of -the p'-eeldenl to mate and 


fcesp a record of all book* and snppUea farniihed to the col 
tege, that all requisitions and bills Bhatl be anprored by tha 
pre»tdeut before belug audited br the Eracutiro Committee, 
and tbat no boota or property bo condemned until exami nod 
by the president. 


•The report was adopted, after which Mr. SANDS 


oflerea a resolution "that the Professorship of Latin 
and Greek now vacant remain so." This was at first 
referred to the Executive Committee, but afterwards 
reconsidered, on motion or Mr, WOOD. 


Mr BELL, who was then ID the chair, reminded 
tbe Board tbat tola was an adjourned meeting to 
consider this specmt subject of abolishing or re 
taining the professorship ra question. 


Mr. LAKBEMOHB, on the floor, then proceeded to 


read an elaborate and learned argument In lavor of 
retaining the study or Latin and Greek in the course 
pursued at tho college. Ha gave a sketch of the ori- 
gin of colleges In the Old World and their nutory In 
the l<ew World; pointed out the peculiarities of tho 
College of the City of New Tork and the position of 
the Board of Trustees in regard to the college. He 
answered the objections which flad been urged at a 
previous meeting against the teaching of the ancient 
languages In the colleze, and gave copious quota 
ttonsfrom writings and sayings of President Bar- 
nard. President Qulncy, Bishop Potter, president 
Sparks, Theodore 
FrelmEhuysen and 
President 


McCoih in regard to the utility of the study 
of the ancient languages, and showed that 
&A. knowledge or the classics 1« Indispensable to a proper 
study or English dorlvatireR. The Jbatln 18 a key to tbe Spanish 
language (except pronunciation, which la earflyacquired), 
to ihe f reach language, which IB only a dialect, &nd to tho 
Italian language, which is only modern li&tln 
We now 
teach £ngusb. grammar by the Lalln form, onr analytical 
panting ia borrowed from tho classic age. Tlie discipline 
aconlred by tranBhttbja Is of equal benefit an that dis 
crimination which the studj of ecicnce affords. Tho atmly of 
tbe classics enlarges tha mind, tmprorcB Uie faculty to make 
distinction* in things that 
differ, and enables tha 


student to command words ta erprcss Ideas The modern 
languages, thongb abounding In works both rare and heauti 
fill, cannot compare In point of taate or eloquence with the 
Qreek and Roniau And the student of modern literature 
ends m it a reproduction of the ancient models. The best 
writers and speakers in our own language hav* been and 
are classical scholars 
Milton, Pope, Pryden, Cowper. Ad 


dison, Steele, SLtatKpeare, Johnson, Gray, 
Goldsmith 


Haeaulay, Webster, Ohoate, Erardt, Willis, Longfellow. 
Bryant, and others ol like repute, will e»er bear testimony 
to this fact wherever the Hngliah language is known and 
read. 


At the conclusion ef Mr Larreniore's address Mr. 


SANDS arose aud said that it had been agreed upon 
in executive committee to postpone the discussion 
of the question, and he did not Hunt it woula be 
brought up at this meeting. But he underarooa it 
was not to be pressed to a final vote, and he hoped 
not. as two members were absent who agreed with 
him on the Question He was not prepared to 
answer as fully as he would wish the able argument 
of Mr. Larremore, and he would like to nave time to 
consider it and answer it, as he thought there was 
much in it thit was calculated to mislead. He 
thought the question to be considered was whether 
the Board was to conduct the college as a live insti- 
tution, flttine men to go out into the paths of busi- 
ness, or as a place for mere scholars to amuse them- 
selves with the literature or the past—a paat that 
was dead aud gone. He thought that those sciences 
alone should bo taught which fit the youth foi the 
ordinary duties of everyday lire, aud which connect 
men with the times. He grew quite earnest in his 
remarSs, and concluded by expressing the hope 
that the matter would be allowed to lay over 


Mr WOOD then rose and said he hoped the ques- 
tion would be pressed to a vote, provided the vote 
would be to favor of fining the vacancy, but If not 
he would rather It should go over. He said he 
wished to bave the college carried on as wa» most 
beneficial to the students who go through tho entire 
course. In the colleges of the old country generally 
too much time waa given to the study of the classics 
but in his native country—Scotland—tbe scientific 
ana classical courses were more practically blended 
than in most of the colleges of England or the 
Continent. He had had a pretty exteusivo expert 
ence ta two universities of Ms native land, and felt 
that ho coald apeak knowingly on me subject- and 
from bis after experience of Sortj-oue years as a 
broKer and banker he would, if restricted ta his

The latter, he said, always 
reasons 
from 
certainties aud is unfit to deal with probabilities 
and it la always found that tbe greatest scientific 
men, when attempting to deal with, toe probabilities 
m wluch this life abounds, act as If they were chil- 
dren. They don't use ordinary reasoning and, trust- 
ing to scientific conclusions, get In a muddle. la 
the Colleeeof tbe Cltj- as at present conducted there 
is a mixture of both the classical and scientific. He 
round on analysis that the hours of study per weeK 
were^4n the introductory class, 6 Tor ancient lan- 
guages to 17 for other studies, to both terma1; in tbe 
freshman, t to 21 and 5 to 30 respectively to the 
first and second terms; and In the sophomore, 5 to 
23 and 6 to 21; in the junior, 6 to is and 2 to 17- in 
the senior, ijto 19 and ito 21, showing an aggre- 
gate or 39 .hours ror classics per wees, to IBS .for 
other studies, or about one-sixth of the whole 
tune.

In answer to tbe allegation tbat tbe study or tbe 
ancient languages had a most pernicious effect on 
tbe morale, ae called attention to the Egyptians and 
Hindoos, who were most learned to tbe sciences of 
geometry and astronomy, aud astea if tbe morality 
of tbe Greeks and Romans was not better than that 
of the Egyptians and Hindoos. He said tbat the 
provision for a classical education to the college 
was an inducement /or many to. send their children 
to tbe public schools, and that the doing away 
with that, Incentive ghould be only after seven 
or eight years' notice bad been given. He Instanced 
the fact that when a aanoolbpy had learned the pro- 
blems In geometry be was as"wise as his master and 
didn't care twopenca for him, but m the study of 
the classics there wasi always something which the 
preceptor could ciFe, abd tbat bis government of the 
pupil was made lasting In consequence of tbe neces- 
sary aepenilenoejjf tbe pupil on him.

Colonel Eflvra.nl 


At Stuttgart in Wurtembecg, Germany, on tba 


Mth of August last (lied Colonel Edward Kapir, 
who, as colonel of the Seventh regiment New Yorle 
volunteers, Jknown as the Stenben regiment, had 
earned well merited fame during our late war. Ha 
was born at Gueglingen, m the kingdom of Wurtera- 
berg, ta 1811, studied law at the University of T69- 
bmgen, but afterwards entered the army and rosa 
rapidly. The revolutionary year of 1848 found him 
as captain. His views—bewg a, republican of pro- 
nounced opinion—did not comport with his runtime 
service in the royal army. He resigned and joined • 
battalion of volunteers to aid the people of Scales 
wlg-Holstolu against Denmark. This war cnaea in 
1849 by the interference of the great Powers ana th« 
peace of Maltno, and Colonel Kapir emigrated to 
this country, settled in this ciry and followed civil 
pursuits until the war or 1801 called him again ra 
arms He organized the Seventh, or Steuben regi- 
ment, and was made its lieutenant colonel, but was 
shortly after promoted to the colonelcy. The regi- 
ment was attached to the garrison of Fortress Mon- 
roe, where, during a dark night, he was thrown wlHL 
his horse, from which accident he suffered BO se- 
verely that he was honorably discharged aud re- 
ceived a pension. His two only sons served in tha 
Army of the Potomac, and died the death of soldiers 
In the peninsular campaign. For several years n« 
had been residing at Stuttgart, in his native coi»- 
try. where he opened an American hotel, Itberailjr 
patronized by his travelling countiymen. His death 
was sudden ana caused by apoplexy.

Dividends by Po«t—Coining to the Telegraph 


System. 


[From the London Times iclty article) August 281 
The Directors of the Bank of Eagland have already 
made the requisite arrangements for enabling the 
holders ot government fnndg to exercise the option 
of having their dividends transmitted to them by 
post, and the annexed notice has been sent out this 
afternoon. The arrangement will take effect in time 
for tne arvidends dne in October, and although the 
1st of (September is the latest day on which applica- 
tions should oe sent m, the time on the present oc- 
casion will, it is understood, be extended to the 
16th. The public will observe that persons availing 
themselves o' the new system must be resident In 
Great Britain or irelimd, that in cases where stock 
stands in more tuan, one name the warrant must be 
sent to one of the number with, the authority of the 
others, that the warrant will be In the form of a 
caeck, requiring the endorsement ofthe stockholder 
ana that will be sent ihrougn the post at his risk, 
but wltn the protection of being crossed, for pay 
ment only tsrouirh a banker. Persons tames aivi 
(lends under power of attorney will not have the 
opportunity or receiving them by post, but must 
attend at the bank as heretofore, some technical 
difficulties existing in this case which, perhaps,

The Death of Secretary Iti.iTjiim—Tio C'»bi- 


nea Question. 


The death of General Rawhns, lata Secrqtarj 


of War. leaves art important vacancy In the 
Cabinet, A war democrat of the Douglas school 
fn Iiis political antecedents, General Rawlins, 
unlike General Logan, had not drifted into the 
extremes of radicalism. 
On tbo contrary, he 


was no doubt the best representative in the 
Cabinet of the liberal ideas and conciliatory- 
policy of General Grant. From the day when 
the Galena tanaer took the young Galena 
lawyer into his service in the army as his chief 
of staff the close confidential relations estab- 
lished between these two men \vere strength- 
ened to the end of their patriotic copartner- 
ship. No man connected with the administra- 
tion, we dare say, not excepting even General 
Sherman, possessed so intimately ths con- 
fidence or knew so well tha peculiar mind or 
the opinions and purposes of General Grant 
as his devoted friend and sagacious adviser, 
Kawhns. The loss of this confidential adviser 
and thoroughly devoted friend ia, therefore, a 
serious loss to the President, and in casting 
about to fill the vacancy some tima may be re- 
quired to reach a satisfactory selection. 


The Cabinet disclosures which have followed 


the late Virginia and Tennessee elections are 
very interesting 
We hare learned through 


them, for Instance, that Secretary of the 
Treasury Boutwell and Postmaster General 
Cresweil were active and earnest colaborers 
in said elections in behalf of the radical 
party and for the defeat of the new Southern 
party of liberal republicans and progressive 
democrats. We know, however, that it wag 
under the wing of General Grant's administra- 
tion and Southern policy that this new party 
swept the Beld to Virginia and Tenaesses, ffnd 
tbat, inspired by these successes, the same, 
political elements are coming together in all the 
other Southern States. W« have seen, too, tha 
failures of the radicals of Virginia, and of Ten- 
nessee to induce the administration to interfere 
in their behalf in upsetting these late election*, 
and in the 
official opinion of Attorney 


General Hoar on the now Virginia legis- 
lature we have no doubt an opinion by 
authority of the President. And what does 
this opinion signify in a broad political 
view? 
It signifies that General Grant's 


policy 
in 
reference 
to. thes* Southern 


elections is to give the largest latitude 
to the people concerned which the laws of 
Congress will allow, and to leave to Congress 
itself the responsibility of defeating the fif- 
teenth amendment in rejecting the new anti- 
tegt oath Virginia Legislature. 


Thus General Grant, in his quiet way, has 


shown remarkable skill in the management of 
these Southern reconstruction difficulties. The 
Virginia opinion of the Attorney General de- 
fines the President's policy. It ia not the pol- 
icy of Boutwell, CrQgwell and the extreme rad- 
icate of th« republican camp, but the policy of 
Grant, Rawlina, Hoar and that section of the 
Cabinet. Strangely enough Massachusetts is 
divided and neutralized in the Cabinet on this 
question, while Maryland, a Southern State, in 
Creswell, stands in bold.felief in opposition 
to the President's policy Of Southern conclUV 
tion,

A di tided Cabinet i« aot a, good thing. A 


Cabinet -with one, too or three'members in ac- 
tive opposition on any question to the Preai- 
d«nt'ai>olby, wiltf the rest of. the members 
suspiciously quiet or passively indifferent, is 
not a good Jiiing. General Grant has a 
Cabinet of this sort, and

needful work of reconstruction, It U probable, 
however, considering,fteamiable disposition 
of Genoral Gnat, tbat he will orerlook the

Tenure of Office law, will content himself, in 
tha absence of Congress, with the appoint- 
ment of a new Secretary of War. But oven 
in this appointment he will do well to avoid 
(he ohoiee of a radical, whose only idea of 
Southern reconstruction lies in the pains and 
penalties of treason and rebellion.

to the outside world, unacquainted with the 


mysteries of gold gambling in Wall street or 
Broad street, th« rise in the price ofgold with- 
in three weeke from. 131J to 137J must be very 
puzzling. They naturally look for gome cause, 
some extraordinary drain of gold from the 
country, some li«avy balance of trade against 
us, a general failure of crops, or something 
elee, and are astonished to find none. Indeed, 
at the very time when the premium on gold 
might be expected to fall considerably, in con- 
sequence of the small balance of trade against 
the country and the abundant crops now com- 
ing in, it has gone np over six per cent. K 
was supposed a faw weeks ago that tha pre- 
mium would be down by this time to twenty- 
five, and there is no commercial, finaricial, nor 
any other good reason why it should not hare 
fallen to that or lower. The crops generally 
are abundant, as was said, and from the cotton 
crop alone there will be realized a surplus of 
two hundred millions or mora of gold. 
Tb!s product for the present year alone 
is worth nearly four years' yield of the gold 
mines. Then our mines produce steadily and 
yearly a large amount of the precious metals. 
Tha winter season ia the time when we get 
ont of debt to foreign countries for importa- 
tions, and we are now approaching that happy 
condition. If the premium goes up in Bummer, 
when we aro getting in debt, there might be 
some reason for it, but certainly there is none 
at the present time. On the contrary, it 
ought to go down to a low figure. The rise 
and fall of gold has nothing to do with the con- 
dition of tha country. All the fluctuations are 
the result of gambling by a few individual 
capitalists or stockjobbing firms. Yet the 
whole amount of gold held by these, and 
through which they influence the market, ia 
not more than a few millions. A small margin 
is all that IB uaed for sales of millions uoon 
millione. Such bogus transactions would not 
bo tolerated in any other business. All are 
done on paper or by credit, with or without 
the smallest sort of margin in. gold, between a 
few individuals. Is it not absurd that such 
operations should rogulnte the market value of 
gold, and, as a consequence, of other things as 
well? 


But the question arises here, how are these 


bulls and bears m gold to be killed off? How 
is their gambling- to be stopped? B is diffi- 
cult to reaoh the evil, if not impossible, by 
prescriptive legislation or by taxing their 
operations. 
Perhaps the government may 


lave to 2nd a remedy in some other way. 
The question may arise as to the necessity of 
demonetizing the precious metals and of 
making a uniform paper money currency. 
Hiere is no doubfc that our present mixed cur- 
rency and tha demand of the government 
or gold duties on. importations are the indirect 
causa of gold gambling. 
If gold were not 


in demand for the payment of duties, and we 


o to ba.ro a uniform legal tender currency 


used aa money for all purpoaes, the gold 
iperations of Wall street would cease. 
It 


fill be difficult to reach specie payments, how- 
ever much gold there may be in the country, 
o long as these gamblers have control of the 
market, and, therefore, it may become * ques- 
tion whether the government should not, for a 
[me at least, demonetise gold and mako a 
uniform legal tender currency a» the only 
money of the country.

In the case now under observation w« se* 
that the calamity is directly due to an absolute 
negligence in regard to fho safety of the men 
in the mine—negligence on many points, too. 
There was but one way for entrance or egress, 
and ventilation was had by that same way, 
and the mouth of this one opening was em- 
bedded in combustible material-—old build- 
ings—"all of wood and dry as tinder." In 
such a state of the mine, any accident, 
however trivial it might otherwise have been, 
must destroy an the miners.

Not only must escape be rendered impossible 
by the obstruction of the shaft, but even the 
means of respiration must be instantly taken 
away.

capitalists to work mines in this reckless dis- 
regard of the lives of those they employ.

The ITaiva Perry Company and iUo Brook- 


lyn City Hospital. 


Tho people of Brooklyn—that is to say, a 


population of four hundred thousand—who 
have been for years past the victims and the 
slaves of that gigantic swindling monopoly 
known as the Onion Ferry Company, app'oar 
to have waked up to the fact tbat there ought 
to be some limit put to the despotism which 
has been doing its best to ruin all the interests 
of that city and to retard its prosperity for 
their own selfish purpose. It seems that the 
law courts are to be appealed to by a certain 
number of citizens in order to decide whether 
the Ferry Company, according to its charter, 
is not indebted to the City Hospital in the sum 
of three millions of dollars or thereabouts, 
which have been, by an ingenious subterfuge, 
withheld from that institution. The charter of 
the Union Ferry Company provides that all its 
earnings over and above its expenses and a 
dividend of ten per cent per annum to the 
stockholders shall be paid to the City Hospi- 
tal for tha support of the sick poor. 
To 


those who 
know how 
the ferries have 


been 
managed it 
may be 
unnecessary 


to state that this 
provision 
has 
never 


been complied with. 
It has been evaded 


by the ingenuity of the directors In adding 
to their capital by the purchase of additional 
water fronts, the erection of costly buildings, 
and by the issue of extra stock—a watering 
process—which has perhaps paid better than 
the earnings of the ferries themselves, although 
those are known to be enormous. 


Thus, while the City Hospital has been skil- 


fully cheated of its proper dues by the Ferry 
Company, poor patients, who ought to be re- 
ceived there gratis, or nearly so, ara com- 
pelled either to pay a weekly stipend, which 
they cannot afford, or go to some of the county 
institutions and become a burden upon the 
taxpayers. 
At the same tune it has been a 


marvel why the trustees of the Hospital, hav- 
ing the law on their side, and having an obvi- 
ous right to this accumulated sum of three 
millions, did not attempt to assert their 
righte and compel the Ferry Company to 
comply with the provisions of the charter. 
The mystery may perhaps be explained by the 
fact that out of the twenty trustees of the City 
Hospital six are connected with the Ferry 
Company—one as superintendent 
and the 


others as directors. 
Of the Hospital trustees 


belonging to the Ferry Company are Cyrus 
P. Smith, superintendent, and Henry E. 
Pietrepont, A. A. Low, Charles E. Bill, H. 
B. Clafflin and S. B. Chittenden, directors. 
The other trustees who have no direct con- 
nection with the Ferry Company are William 
H AEea, A. W. Benson, A. V. Blake, Peter 
C. ConneE, J. H. Frothingham, John Green- 
wood, John Halsey, Thomas Messenger, J. 
L. Pope, H. G. Nichols, W. M. Richards, W. 
3. Tisdale, D. W. Wehnore and A. M. White. 


Why these gentlemen should have permitted 


the claims of the noble institution they repre- 
sent to remain in abeyance all these years and 
leave it to a "Citizens' Reform Association" 
of a few weeks' growth io take legal ateps for 
their recovery is a question they can probably 
best answer for themselves, and they should be 
called upon to answer It. It Is pretty evident 
that the city of Brooklyn has been cheated in 
this matter of contract between the Legislature 
and the Union Ferry Company in an immense 
amount, while tho company has been growing 
rich, while It has been incommoding and 
oppressing the residents of Brooklyn In every 
way und thus retarding the advance of property. 
Fortified by that provision of the charter 
which declares that the purchasers of the ferry 
franchises must purchase alao tho entire pro- 
perty in docks and boats and houses and privi- 
leges owned by the present company, that cor- 
poration keeps the monopoly in its own hands. 
There Is hardly att interest in Brooklyn that 
the Union Ferry does not control. 
It has a 


finger 'in everything—the Hospital manage- 
ment, the Board of Education, the Corpora- 
tion add the Bridge Company. Aa to the 
latter, the ferry interest may be considered as 
having killed tha bridge project outright. The 
Ferry Company indeed, virtually, though in- 
directly, governs all Brooklyn, and most unfor- 
tunately does it govern that city against the 
interests of its Inhabitants and property own- 
ers. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
legal proceedings contemplated will compel 
that grasping corporation to disgorge gome of 
its gains and to surrender some portion of its 
assumption io control and damage a large and 
growing city like Brooklyn. 


Tbe S»Uaa and tbo Viceroy. 


The special correspondence from Constanti- 


nople, under date of August 16, published in 
our columns yesterday, presented a compre- 
hensive and exhaustive exhibit of the Turco- 
Egyptian difficulty question in its chief points 
of aspect—imperial and dynastic, territorial 
and tributary. The communication ia conse- 
quently of exceeding value just now for the 
better elucidation of a subject which may, pur- 
haps must, eventually complicate some of the 
leading Powers of Europe in its solution, 
peacefully or by another war in the Bast, sooa 
after the complete opening of the Suez Canal. 
Tha family of the Sultan, as wall as the family 
of the Viceroy, have claims and counter claims 
with many varied and distracting interests in 
the cage, for which reason it would not be sur- 
prising if it wero not settled finally without 
direct foreign Interference. In this view alone 
the actual condition of the health of Napoleon 
becomes of importance, and the result of his 
present iUnesi of serious interest; for his 
death at such «, moment would be not only a 
loss to France, but perhaps a oause for the 
disturbing and overthrowing of the peace of 
Europe. Prince Gortschakoffa visit to Paris 
and the timely coavalesence of the Emperor 
may tend to elucidate the subject imme- 
diately.

, Fresh batteries are being brought Into play 
almost everr day by the political cannoneers 
who have selected August Belmont, the chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee, for 
then- fire. The ball opened by the Tweed Cen- 
tral Committee of the Seventh ward ia rolling 
along, and resolutions are nightly adopted by 
the democratic organizations calling upon Bel- 
mont to resign. Even a German organization 
or two seem to be inoculated with the same 
spirit and turn against their own country- 
man in the fight, and to go in for his great op- 
ponent, Tweed. The Democratic Union party, 
however, under Ely, oppose the Tweed move- 
ment, and ia some pungent resolution! de- 
clare him Incompetent for the position on tho 
National Committee to which he aspires. 


But what of all this ? Belmont ia immovable 


in his position, and it will be only by his own 
good pleasure and by resigning not only the 
chairmanship, but his place as representative 
of the State of New York in the National Com- 
mittee, that a vacancy can be left and an op- 
portunity afforded the friends of Tweed to 
substitute their favorite in his place. So long, 
therefore, as Belmont declines to take this 
double step the Tweedites are passing resolu- 
tions to no purpose. If the contagion of dis- 
satisfaction, however, spreads, and the desire 
to get Mr. Tweed at the head of the Notional 
Committee extends to the democracy of the 
other States, such a pressure may thus be 
brought to bear upon Mr. Belmont that he may 
be compelled to withdraw altogether from a 
committee with which he cannot act in har- 
mony or unison. 
But outside of this city 


there is little or no agitation of the subject, so 
that the probabilities all point to the failure 
of Tweed in this movement of his to super- 
sede Belmont on the national party com- 
mittee. 
We think, too, that Mr. Tweed has 


already as many irons in the fire as he can 
properly manage, and would advise him that 
it is an idea among the democracy that two or 
three offices for any one man are enough. 


Dr. Hayes* Arctio Expedition. 


The interesting letter which we published 


yesterday recounting the progress of Dr. 
Hayes' Arctic expedition was dated at Ivigtut, 
South Greenland, July 27, 1869. 
On the 3d of 


July Dr. Hayes and his associates sailed on the 
Panther from St. John's, Newfoundland, steer- 
ing northward. A ball was given in honor of 
the arrival of the Panther at Julianshaab, in 
latitude 60.25, longitude 45.55, on the 16th of 
July. Tho bail and the ruins of an ancient 
cathedral 
at Kakortok, 
the 
surrounding 


scenery, a visit to a remarkable glacier near 
Kaksimint, the mine of cryolite near Ivigtut — 
the only mine of the kind at present known in 
the world — and various indications of the un- 
explored mineral wealth of Greenland, are de- 
scribed, and we are informed that the expedition 
was probably to leave on the 28th of July, and 
that its route would be north to Melville Bay, 
stopping by the way at Disco and Upernavik, 
and- returning to St. John's, via Labrador, 
about tho 1st of October. We do not see why 
the project of Mr. Bradford, the artist, and hte 
friend, Dr. Hayes, to inaugurate regular sum- 
mer excursions to the Arctic regions may not 
becomo practicable and popular, with steamers 
properly equipped for the purpose. But some 
means must first be adopted to rid those regions 
of the flies and mosquitoes which our corres- 
pondent was surprised to find at Kakortok 
"both intolerable and interminable — tho latter 
not only larger but more venomous than those 
generally geen at home." Otherwise we would 
as soon spend the summer at Bockaway or any- 
where on tha Jersey coast. We doubt not, 
however, the assertion that the sublimities of 
Arctic scenery ara not further remote thao 
those of Alpina scenery and are infinitely supe- 
rior to them. 


EXXHTBSION OF THE CiLIFOKOTA PlOTTEEKS. — 


The men who developed California are about 
to coma to the Atlantic coast by way of the 
Pacific Railroad. These gallant adventurers 
went mostly from tho Eastern States to the 
Pacific coast in the early days, and they are 
now coming to make a temporary visit to their 
old homesteads on the Atlantic over the grand 
land highway across the Continent. Tho idea 
originated with the Sacramento Association of 
California Pioneers. It is decided that the 
party shall leave Sacramento on Wednesday, 
the 15th of this month. The price fixed for the 
trip is one hundred and fifty dollars, with the pri- 
vilege of stopping over for a day or two at such 
leading cities aa Chicago, Elttsburg; and Phila- 
delphia, or such places aa the majority of tha 
excursioniits may determine.

Pension Agency above mentioned fa under the 
direction of General W. H. Lawrence, who. after 
serving with gallantry In the Army of the Potomac 
until is&J, was placed In command at Columbus, 
Ky., and was the only colonel mentioned hi General 
Grant's final report of the war. This office employs 
five clerss and disburses to widows, orphans and 
other relatives of deceased officers ana soldiers 
about $1,000,000 per year, one-half tha amount 
paid 
to 
this dais of 
pensioners 
in the 
whole State. The annual Increase amotmta to 
about 360 pensioners, involving an additional 
disbursement of $70,000 over that of last year. 
About fllty names are struck from the list per an- 
num, in consequence of death, marriage and other 
causes. Payments were made on Saturday to 420 
pensioners, acd amounted to $25,000: on Monday to 
525 pensioners, receiving 824,000, and yesterday to 
300 cases who also received about $24.000, in conse- 
quence of there being more relatives of deceased 
officers than on the previous days. The payments 
for tnls month will re^ch $375,000; but after $200,000 
have been paid the rush will cease and the number 
of cases per day will be small. 


Suspicions having been aroused that some of the 
parties receiving pensions were not entitled to 
them, by direction of the Commissioner ot Pensions 
officers-were placed on duty at the agency with 
authority to arrest such as might attempt to fraudu- 
lently gotaln pensions.

There have been some frauds in this department, 
where men pensioned for gunshot wounds have 
unce thalr discharge from th* service contracted 
rheumatism or pulmonary complaints and obtained 
from examining surgeons certiUcaieathat their dla- 
eases were contracted in the army. Reference to th* 
original papers to the application of each man for 
pension exposes these discrepancies, and prevent* 
in most cases the consummation of tha attempted 
fraud. Another class of fraudulent pensioners con- 
sists of men who have obtained the documents of 
deceased pensioners and draw pensions upon them 
Colonel Tan Buren u now engaged m Investlgatlnc;

Notwithstanding an unusually disturbed dear money 
market, a general flatness in business, equal to the 
period of 1857, without the panic, a general conces 
eion In the rental rates of unoccupied bouses, the 
number of which aas been greater than at any season 
since 1861. Keal estate men must be thankful tha*i 
under ail these adverse and faying circumstances, 
added to whict we have a gradual reduction in the 
gold premium, al»o the national debt, rendering the 
purchasing power of paper money more valuable 
and appreciating its price—Is it not remarkable that 
prices are so firm? The ensuing mouths will wit- 
ness a period of great business activity, for from all 
parts of the world tne reports of heavy crops are as- 
sured, while in the United States, both South ana 
We»t, tbe soil will add mis year millions of Hollars 
to our wealth, which, in finding Its way through all 
the ramifications of every department of trade and 
commerce, will most xurely contribute a tithe to. 
wards the investment In land, and again form tho 
basis of many a princely fortune upon sites which 
In a few y«ara will become villages, towns Knd 
cities."

Itcmarhable KOects of the Bxitloiiou an the 
Sunken Itock«i the Fish and the Water— 
ItclicB from tbe Bottoms of Ships. 
The wortc of iilnsting tne rocks that obstruct navi- 


gation through Hell Gate goes bravely on under tne 
personal direction of Professor MaiUefert, and the 
indications arc that if the government continues to, 
sustain the contractor In his efforts as it has done 
up to tbe present time Hell aate will have lost it* 
bad name by this time next year. It should be 
borne in lumtl that tbe government supplies the 
contractor with all that is necessary to prosecute 
bis work, but that it does not supervise the opera- 
•ttona through Its officers. No representative of tbe 
government has any hand in tne matter, and the 
contractor is alone the responsible person who is 
"monarch of all he surveys" on the blasted rocts 
in ihe stream. There are certain army engineers 
who manifest a great deal of interest in the Improve- 
ments; but, aa a general thing, they do \ ery little, it is 
stated, to encourage those who are endeavoring to 
clear the channel. 


By toe terms of the contract made with Professor 


Malllefcrt he agreed to blast Way's reef, Pot rock 
ana Sltelldrafce reef to that there would be twenty- 
flva feet depth ol water over each at mean low 
water, the wor£ to be completes by the 1st of De- 
cember next. Way's reef Is the objective<pomi of 
bi» operations just now, and the work of blasting it 
was begun on the 2d of last month. The reef is over 
200-ieet in length and oyer 100 feet in width, 
and when worx was begun upon it it hao bnt 
.twelve and a "half leet of water over it. 
There are now over eighteen leet, 
which 
goes to SHOW tuac the blasting has done something 
alter all. The worK on this reef can be prosecuted 
only at certain times during the day. tne contractor 
being obliged to regulate his operations with tho 
changing of the tide. He 'contends, nowever, that 
SaellitraKe reef could be operated upon between 
times when he is obliged to leave Way's reef severe- 
ly alone, but lor some reason General Newton does 
not' wish him to flo anything with it until the work 
on Way's reef has been completed. It may also ba 
mentioned that the government intends to take 
Hazlett's 1'omt in baud itsell, and a coffer dam is 
now being constructed near u preparatory to mining 
the roctM and blowing them out 01 tlie track of iiavi 
gallon. The engineers who have this wort put the 
expense of the thmg at S4,oo9,ouo. 


The modus opextndi ol Professor MaiUefert in 
blasting Way's reef is not a very complicated one, 
but the results wmch have alreadv been produced 
by his operations snow quite plainly that surface 
blasting is not ijuite the useless thing some engineers 
would have people believe, 
in this connection, 
tnereiore, a sketch of tbe manner in which the wort 
is done, as witnessed to a tlEKAin reporter, may 
not be without a certain degree of interest About 
half-past nine o'cloct yesterday momma: Professor 
Matllefert got into a small yawl boat, rowed by two 
men, tafcmsr with him a long pole, an electric bat- 
tery and wire and a tin can containing 113 pounds of 
giant powder. By ihe Frofessor's direction the yawl 
was rowed over Way's reef, when he began his 
Ronndmgs with the pole. 
Alter finding a place 
which, lu his judgment, wonlu answer his purposes 
best, the can was lowered wltu sandbag ballast. 
The boat was then rowed about a 100 feet from the 
Spot and the battery was set to wort. The effect 
waa almost instantaneous. A low, rumbling sound, 
as of distant thunder could be plainly Heard under 
tae water, which, in a second, changed to a loud 
detonation that made the window panes in the 
little wooden houses along the shore shake and 
tremble »s though a thunaeroolt bad struct some- 
where in the near neighborhood. 
Simultaneously 
with tire report tue water over the spot where the 
can had been sunk rose some five or six feet, 
forming a sort of rounded column of water, 
which, as it rose, sent the wavea that en- 
compassed it upon an sides dashing away 
to tho right and left, as though propelled 
by Borno Invisible power. This lasted but a second, 
when there aroue upon the surface of the water a 
number of nib of various kinds and mes, all of 
them quite dead, having been tilled oy tne concus- 
sion. The effect on the rock under the water was, 
however, all that could have been dealred. Although 
the can had been placed on a perfactry Hat surface 
of the reef on Bounding it was discovered that Tor 
two or three feet -about the can the r6ce had been 
broken into several chunks, and » crevice of naif a 
foot In depth made in the reef. An experiment in 
b}astmg tiie root with three cans at the same time 
wag made, and, inasmuch as but one ol the cans 
was exploded by electricity, the fact deserves par- 
ticular mention. The three cans were lowered from 
the boat in the usual wa>, all being placed as nearly 
in a line as possible. The middle -ouewas placed 
about IBS feet distant from tlie outers, ana the wire 
attached to it alone. When the battery was oper- 
ated the whole three cans exploded at tho tame 
time, the concussion of the explosion of the one to 
which the wire was attached being sufficient to ex- 
plode the others. ThiB rather strange curcuma tance 
would seem to show that giant powder must be a 
very near relation to glycerine, ir not the genuine 
article itself- In dragging for the rocks broken by 
the explosion several large pieces of copper, all 
crumpled ana drawn together lite a half feuded fan, 
were uaalcd up, indicating that Way's reef had lu 
its palmiest days acraped sn acquaintance with 
more vessels than was quite necessary to demon 
slrate its deatructlvenesa to our shipping. 


It is expected that Way's reef wm have been so 
knocked to pieces by the 1st of December that there 
will be no danger ol any accidents to vessels pass- 
ing over lu Tae rock that is being blasted from the 
reel' us of averyhara kind, and in the majority of 
instance* breaKs off in huge pieces. Three immense 
•caw loads or it have already been taken from the 
reef, 
and at the rate the wore is 
going 
on 
there 
can 
be 
little 
doubt 
that 
the 
contractor will fullil his promise as to Its com- 
pletion by the 1st of December— provided there 
be no jealous interferences oni tne part of cer- 
tain government, officials, who do not, it is claimed, 
appear to be very anxious as to wnether the worK 
IB uoue or not. In conclusion, it may be inked why 
the contractor is not allowed to work at Shelldrake 
reef when the tide prevents him from operating on 
Way's reef. His working at it would certainly be 
better than his being compelled to remain idle the 
greater part of the day.

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THE AJTEIHPTED BANK.ROBBERY AT.BOCHESTEII, ft. H. 


Description of How the Thing wit* Done. 
[Rochester, K. H., (Sept. 2) correspondence of tu« 
. 
liostou Journal.) 


The following 13 an account of-the attempted bank 
robbery wttfcli jfrofluced such commotion in our 
usually, Billet town, yesterday morning-.- The build- 
ing la of brlcK, situated in cne oompact part of the 
Tillage,'and occupied by the Norway Plains Savings 
Bank and by. John McDufleo A Co., private bankers, 
who use the same office and the same vault. To 
effect an.entrauce the robbers selected a window 
newly con'cealed from view of the street, but they 
«»WenUy found more difficulty than they expected 
in working through tho sliutter, wliioh was lined 
•with iron and resisted their tools, it was evidently 
pried off, by.Iorce. .Tlie. vault is of granite, with 
brick maoonry around it several feet in tnicKness. 
There ; are two, heavy .Iron doors, .with a 
variety of locks, ancient and modern, and inside 
or the vaul$ Is » steel safe with one of tfleinost 
approved, and expensive locKs. A. story has been 
•circulated that the. outer door of the vault was not 
.locked. The only foundation for it Is this:—Tne 
bolts were all turned,, but there was a small idial 
lock on the door winch Is used to cover tlie key- 
holes, but which nad become so disarranged thae the 
•officers were in danger.of being locked out by it. 
On tho night of the'robbery tins dial was placed la 
Its position so that a single revolution in one direc- 
tion would Iocs It, while a short turn in tne other 
direction would remove it. The burglars turned it 
in the dtrectlen to lock it. thus destroying their only 
•chance to operate through the keyholes. They then 
tore off the furring and dug through the brick wall 
by the aide of the door: till they came against the 
granite-, and could.go-no further. Through this 
aperture, However, they .wete able, to introduce a 
charge of powderbetweec she two doors. The explo- 
sion lorced open the outer door and shook the 
building: so. .as toAreafc the plastering and the win- 
dows. The noise awakened several families living 
near by. Lights appeared in the houses, and It is 
supposed the burglars saw tlem and did not return. 
The explosion was probably, heavier than they. ex- 
pected.. Two empty powder canisters indicate that 
about two pounds af powder were used. \AIthougU 
.many people were aroused, no one appeared to mis- 
trust the cause of the shook, and at half-past four in 
the morning, two hours after tie explosion, fire was 
discovered and the alarm given. The fire was easily 
extinguished and but little damage was done. A 
dark lantern, several bars, bits, gimlets, &c-j were 
left in the room. • In the course of the day tne vault 
was repaired and the locks and doors again pot in 
working order. Upon one or these doors is a curious 
lock wiUch has gained some fame. It was invented 
aad made thirty-five years ago by Charles Dennett, 
an ingeniouB-mecaame, and one of the first directors 
•of the Rochester Bank. There is not another Iocs in 
the world IDce it. It Is not highly finished, but very 
strong and perfectly original in design. Twenty-six 
.years ago» whea an attempt was made upon this 
bank, tUs lock was.twice charged with powaer and 
«xploded, yet it did not give way. It is now in a» 
sood condition, apparently; as when It was made. 
Many years.since a locksmith came from New York 
TO this place to sell, if possible, a bank lock, and ne 
laughed at this specimen of a countryman's skill, 
•which he..assured the cashier no could pick in half 
an hour. .Be was promised that tne bank would buy 
one of his locks if ne could do so. The bolt was 
throwa'ont; with tie door open, to give him every 
facility, and the key placed In his hand. He took his 
own time, ana after several hours' hard work, with- 
out any progress, he concluded to go home, taking 
fits own lock with him. The bank offers a reward 
of S5QO and the town $200 more for the arrest and 
conviction of the burglars.
